








PREFACE 


In making this selection from the essays of Leigh Hunt, 
my aim has partly been to provide a companion volume to 
the volume of essays which I edited in 1887 for the Scoft 
Library* 1 have therefore avoided using more than a very 
few of the essays which I had previously chosen, and I have 
used these because they seemed specially suitable fpr a book 
which is to be illustrated. Here, the illustrator will be seen 
collaborating with^ Leigh Hunt in his endeavour to bring 
vividly before us those aspects of streets, and shops, and 
theatres, and manners, which change from generation to 
graeratioD, gaining, from generation to generation, something 
of the additional interest of things which already belong to 
the past The triviality of yesterday becomes, to the reader 
of to-day, a part of history* « 

In my selection of 1887 ^ permitted myself to edit 
Leigh Hunt with a severity which seems to me now to 
have been a little excessive* Most of Leigh Hunt’s work 
was written hastily, for publication week by week ; and the 
consequences of that haste, and of that mode of publica- 
tkm| are visible on every page. With all the instincts of a 
man of letters, Leigh Hunt was condemned to be, for the 
most part, a journalist of genius. Everything that he has 
left is a little unsatisfactory; we must grope hither and 
thither, among crowding quoutions and ragged references, 
for those evidences of ** graceful fertility, of clearness, 
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loTingnessy truthfulnessy of childlike, open character,” which 
Carlyle divined in the man, and which stamped him* 
before tliose exacting eyes, ^^a man of genius, in a very 
strict sense of that word, and in all senses which it bears 
or implies.” It seemed to me, when I was making my 
first selection, that it would be doing a service to Leigh 
Hunt if I pruned away some of the excrescences which de- 
formed so much of hivS work. To-day I am inclined to 
think that it is lx.‘8t, under all circumstances, to leave things 
as they wcie written. Every man may then be his own 
critic, but the wiiter speaks for himself. 

In turning over the old volumes of Once a Weehy some 
years ago, I came upon a poem of Mr George Meredith in 
the number for December 31, 1859. It was accompanied 
by a delicate and vigorous woodcut of Millais, who, I be- 
lieve, afterwards developed the sketch into a painting. The 
poem has never been reprinted, and as it tells in verse the 
story wliich Leigh Hunt told in prose in ** The Mountain 
of the Two Lovers,” it may be quoted here by way of 
commentary.

Tatler and The Literary Examiner, One is token from 
Men^ Women and Books (1849), and five are from the very 
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curious and iatercstiiig earlf Yduane olt dnmatic cMckmi 
CntUal Euayi on tbe London Tbeoires (1807)^ The essays 
from The InScaior^ The Compamon and The Seer are re- 
printed in most cases from the latest editions published dur- 
ing the lifetime of Leigh Hunt ; two» howevery isfaich he 
never reprinted, are taken from the origmal edition of Tie 
Indicator (i8i9-2x)*

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NAMES OF FI.OVVERS. MYSTERY OF THEIR BEAUTY. 

In the window beside which we are writing this article^ 
there is a geranium shining with its scarlet tops in the sun, 
the red of it being the more red for a background of lime- 
trees which arc at the same time breathing and panting like 
airy plenitudes of joy, and developing their shifting depths 
of light and shade of russet brown and sunny inward gold. 

It seems to say, “ Paint me ! So here it is. 

Every now and then some anxious fly comes near it : — 
wc hear the sound of a bee, though we see none ; and upon 
looking closer at the flowers, we observe that some of the 
petals arc transparent with the light, while others are left in 
shade ; the leaves are equally adorned after their opaquer 
fashion, with those effects of the sky, showing their dark- 
brown rims ; and on one of them a red petal has fallen, 
where it lies on the brighter half of the shallow green cup, 
making its own red redder, and the green greener. We 
perceive, in imagination, the scent of those good-natured 
leaves, which allow you to carry off their perfume on your 
fingers ; for good-natured they arc, in that respect above 
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almost all plants, and fittest for the hospitalities of your ^ 
rooms. The very feel of the leaf has a household warmth 
in it something analogous to clothing and comfort. 

Why does not everybody (who can afford it) have a 
geranium in his window, or some other flower i It is very 
cheap ; its cheapness is next to nothing if you raise it from 
seed, or from a slip ; and it is a beauty and a companion. 
It sweetens the air, rejoices the eye, links you with nature 
and innocence, and is something to love. And if it cannot 
love you in return, it cannot hate you ; it cannot utter a 
hateful thing, even for your neglecting it ; for though it is 
all beauty, it has no vanity : and such being the case, and 
living as it does purely to do you good and afford you 
pleasure, how will you be able to neglect it? 

But pray, if you choose a geranium, or possess but a 
few of them, let us })er8uade you to choose the scarlet kind, 
the old oiiginal geranium, and not a variety of it, — not 
one of the numerous diversities of red and white, blue and 
white, ivy-leaved, &c. Those arc all beautiful, and very 
fit to vary a large collection; but to prefer them to the 
originals of the race is to run the hazard of preferring the 
curious to the beautiful, and costliness to sound taste. It 
may be taken as a good general rule, that the most popular 
plants are the best ; for otherwise they would not have 
become such. And what the painters call pure colours,” 
are preferable to mixed ones, for reasons which Nature 
herself has given when she painted the sky of one colour, 
and the fields of another, and divided the rainbow itself 
into a few distinct hues, and made the red rose the queen 
of flowers. Variations of flowers are like variations in 
music, often beautiful as such, but almost always inferior to 
the theme on which they are foubied, — the original air. 
And the rule holds good in beds of flowers, if they be not 
very large, or in any oihei small assemblage of them. Nay, 
the largest bed will look well, if of one beautiful colour ; 
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^ while the most beautiful Tarteties may be inhacpionioudy 
mixed up. Contrast is a good thing, but we should first 
get a good sense of the thing to be contrasted, and we shall 
find this preferable to the contrast if we are not rich enough 
to have both in due measure. We do not in general love 
and honour any one smgle colour enough, and we arc 
instinctively struck with a conviction to this effect when we 
see it abundantly set forth. The other day we saw a little 
garden-wall completely covered with nasturtiums, and felt 
how much more beautiful it was than if anything had been 
mixed with it. For the leaves, and the light and shade, 
offer variety enough. The rest is all richness and sim- 
plicity united, — which is the triumph of an intense percep- 
tion. Embower a cottage thickly and completely with 
nothing but roses, and nobody would desire the interference 
of another plant. 

E^f^rything is handsome about the geranium, not except- 
ing its name ; which cannot be said of all flowers, though 
we get to love ugly words when associated with pleasing 
ideas. The word geranium” is soft and elegant; the 
meaning is poor, for it comes from a Greek word signify- 
ing a crane, the fruit having a form resembling that of a 
crane’s head or bill. Crane’s-bill is the English name of 
Geranium ; though the learned appellation has superseded 
the vernacular. But what a reason for naming the Jlonver ! 
as if the fruit were anything in comparison, or any one 
cared about it. Such distinctions, it is true, arc useful to 
botanists ; but as plenty of learned names are sure to be 
reserved for the freemasonry of the science, it would be 
better for the world at large to invent joyous and beaufiful 
names for these images of joy and beauty. In some in- 
stances, we have them ; such as heart’s-ease, honeysuckle, 
marigold, mignonette (little darling), daisy (day’s-eyc), 
etc. And many flowers are so lovely, and have associated 
names otherwise unmeaning so pleasantly with one’s 
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memory,^ that do new ones would sound so well, or seem ^ 
even to have such proper significattons. In pronouncing 
the words, lilies, roses, pinks, tulips, jonquils, we see the 
things themselves, and seem to taste all their beauty and 
sweetness. “ Pink,” is a harsh petty word in itself, and 
yet assuredly it does not seem so ; for in the word we 
have the flower. It would be difficult to persuade our- 
selves that the word rose is not very beautiful. “Pea” is 
a poor Chinese-like monosyllable, and “ Briar ” is rough 
and fierce, as it ought to be ; but when we think of Sweet* 
pea and Sweet-briar^ the words appear quite worthy of their 
epithets. The poor monosyllable becomes rich in sweet- 
ness and appropriation ; the rough dissyllabic also ; and the 
sweeter for its contrast. But what can be said in behalf 
of liver-wort, blood-wort, dragon's head, deviFs bit, and 
devil in a bush ? There was a charming line in some verses 
in last week’s London Journal^ written by a lady, ^ 

Pve mail'd your biis<ies, 

'1 hose sweete kisses 

That the young breeze so loved yCsSterdaycJ 
I’ve seen ye sighing, 

Now yeVc dying ; — 

Hoiv could I take ^our ptetiie Ivuej a%uay ^ 

But you could not say this to dragon’s head and devil’s 
bit — 

O di agon’s head, devil’s bit, blood-wort, — say, 

How could 1 take your pretty lives away? 

This would be like Dryden’s version of the pig-squeak- 
ing in Chaucer — 

** Poor swine! as if their pretty hearts would break.” 

The names of flowers in general among ihe polite, are 
neither pretty in themselves, nor give us information. The 
country people arc aj>t to do them more justice. Goldy- 
locks, ladies’-fingerr., bngiit-eye, rose-a-rubie, shepherd’s- 
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• clock, shepherd’s-purse, sauce-alone, scarlet runners, sops- 
in-wine, sweet-william, etc,, give us some ideas either use- 
ful or pleasant. But from the peasantry also come many 
uncongenial names, as bad as those of the botanists. Some 
of the latter are handsome as well as learned, have mean- 
ings easily found out by a little reading or scholarship, and 
are taking their place accordingly in popular nomenclatures : 
as amaranth, adonis, arbutus, asphodel, etc., but many others 
are as ugly as they are far-fetched, such as colchicum, 
tagetes, yucca, ixia, mesembryanthenium ; and as to the 
Adansonias, Browallias, Koempferias, John Tomkinsias, or 
whatever the personal names may be that are bestowed at 
the botanical font by their proud discoverers or godfathers, 
we have a respect for botanists and their pursuits, and wish 
them all sorts of “little immortalities'^ except these; 
unless they could unite them with something illustrative of 
the flower as well as themselves. A few, certainly, we 
should not like to displace, Browallia for one, which was 
given to a Peruvian flower by Linnaeus, in honour of a friend 
of his of the name of Browall ; but the name should have 
included some idea of the thing named. The Browallia 
is remarkable for its brilliancy. “We cannot," says Mr 
Curtis, “do it justice by any colours we havc."^ Now 
why not have called it Browall's Beauty, or Browall's 
Inimitable? The other day we were admiring an 
enormously beautiful apple, and were told »t was called 
“ Kirk's AdmtrabUy^ after the gardener who raised it. 
We felt the propriety of this name directly. It was 
altogether to the purpose. There was use and beauty 
together — the name of the raiser and the excellence of the 
fruit raised. It is a pity that all fruits and flowers, and 
animals too, except those with good names, could not be

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passed in review before somebody with a genius for 
christening, as the creatuics did before Adam in Paradise, 
and so have new names given them, worthy of their 
creation. 

Suppose flowers themselves were new ! Suppose they 
had just come into the world, a sweet reward for some new 
goodness : and that we had not yet seen them quite 
developed ; that they were in the act of growing ; had just 
issued with their green stalks out of the ground, and 
engaged the attention of the curious. Imagine what we 
should feel when we saw the first lateral stem bearing off 
from the main one, or putting forth a leaf. How we 
should watch the leaf gradually unfolding its little graceful 
hand ; then another, then another ; then the main stalk 
rising and producing more ; then one of them giving 
indications of an astonishing novelty, a bud ! then this 
mysterious, lovely bud gradually unfolding like the leaf, 
amazing us, enchanting us, almost alarming us with delight, 
as if we knew not what enchantment were to ensue : till at 
length, in all its fairy beauty, and odorous voluptuousness, 
and mysterious elaboration of tender and living sculpture, 
shone forth 


the bright consummate flower ! ^ 

Yet this phenomenon, to a mfnd of any thought and 
lovingness, is what may be said to take place every day ; 
for tlie commonest objects are only wonders at which habit 
has made us cease to wonder, and the marvellousness of which 
we may renew at pleasure, by taking thought. Last spring, 
walking near some cultivated grounds, and seeing a multi* 
tude of green stalks peeping forth, we amused ourselves 
with likening them to the plume or odier headgear of 
fairies, and wondering wliat faces might ensue ; and from 
this exercise of the fanc} , we fell to considering how true, 
and not met^ly fanciful^ those speculations were; what'ti 
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• perpetual reproduction of the marvellous was carried on by 
Nature ; how utterly ignorant we were of the causes of the 
least and most disesteemed of the commonest vegetables ; 
and what a quantity of life* and beauty, and mystery, and 
use, and enjoyment, was to be found in them, composed out 
of all sorts of elements, and shaped as if by the hands of 
fairies. What workmanship, with no apparent workman ! 
What consummate elegance, though the result was to be 
nothing (as we call it) but a radish or an onion, and these 
were to be consumed, or thrown away by millions ! A 
rough tree grows up, and at the tips of his rugged and dark 
fingers he puts forth, — round, smooth, shining, and hanging 
delicately, — the golden apple, or the cheek -like beauty oi 
the peach. The other day we were in a garden where 
Indian corn was growing, and some of the cobs were 
plucked to show us. First one leaf or sheaf was picked 
off, then another, then another, then a fourth, and so on, as 
if a fruitseller was unpacking fruit out of papers ; and at 
last we came, inside, to the grains of the corn, packed up 
into cucumber-shapes of pale gold, and each of them 
pressed and flattened against each other, as if some human 
hand had been doing it in the caverns of the earth. But 
What Hand! 

The same that made the poor yet rich hand (for is it not 
his workmanship also?) that is tracing these marvelling 
lines, and which if it does not tremble to write them, it is 
because Love sustains, and because the heart also is a flower 
which has a right to be tranquil in the garden of the All- 
Wise. 
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Among the Miseries of Human Life/' as a wit pleasantly 
entitled them, there are few, while the rascal is about it, 
worse than a Great Cloud of Dust, coming upon you in 
street or road, you having no means of escape, and the 
carriages, or flock of sheep, evidently being bent on impart- 
ing to ypii^ full share of their besetting horror. The road 
is too narrow to leave you a choice, even if it had two path- 
ways, which it has not : — the day is hot ; the wind is 
whisking; you have come out in stockings insteid of boots, 
not being aware that you were occasionally to have two 
feet depth of dust to walk in : — no'w^ now the dust is on 
you, — you are enveloped, — you are blind ; you have to 
hold your hat on against the wind : the carriages grind by, 
or the sheep go pattering along, baaing thi ough all the notes 
of their poor gamut; perhaps carrirpts and sheep are to- 
gether, the latter eschewing the norses’ legs, and the 
shepherd's dog driving against your own, and careering 
over the woolly back** -Whew ! What a dusting ! What 
a blinding ! What a whirl ! The noise decreases ; you 
8 
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‘h ; jou look about you ; gathering up your hat, coat, 

' and faculties, after apologising to the gentleman against 
whom you have lumped,” and who does not look a bit 
the happier for your apology. The dust is in your eyes, in 
your hair, in your shoes and stockings, in your neck-cloth, 
in your 9iouth. You grind your teeth in dismay, and find 
them gritty. 

Perhaps another carriage is coming; and you, finding 
yourself in the middle of the road, and being resolved to be 
master of, at least, tliis inferior horror, turn about towards 
the wall or paling, and propose to make your way accord- 
ingly, and have the dust behind your back instead of in 
front; when lo! you begin sneezing, and cannot see. You 
have taken involuntary snuff. 

Or you suddenly discern a street, down which you can 
turn, which you do with rapture, thinking to get out of 
wind and dust at once; when, unfoitunately, you discover 
that the wind is veering to all points of the compass, and 
that, instead of avoiding the dust, there is a ready-made 
and intense collection of it, then in the act of being swept 
into your eyes by the attendants on a dust-cait ! 

The reader knows what sort of a day we speak of. It 
is all dusty ; — the windows arc dusty ; the people are 
dusty ; the hedges in the roads are horribly dusty, — pitiably, 
— you think they must feel it ; shoes and boots are like a 
baker’s : men on horseback eat and drink dust ; coachmen 
sit screwing up their eyes ; the gardener Gnds his spade slip 
into the ground, fetching up smooth portions of earth, all 
made of dust. What is the poor pedestrian to do? 

To think of something superior to the dust, — whAher 
grave or gay. This is the secret of being maste** of any 
ordinary, and of much extraordinary trouble : — bring a 
better idea. upon it, and it is hard if the greater thought 
does not do something against the less. When we meet 
with any very unpleasant person, to whose ways we cannot 
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Buddenly reconcile ourselves, we think of some delightful 
friend, perhaps two hundred miles off, — ^in Northumber- 
land, or in Wales. When dust threatens to blind us, wc 
shut our eyes to the disaster, and contrive to philosophise a 
bit even then. 

Oh, but it 18 not worth while doing that.^’ 

Good. If so, there is nothing to do but to be as jovial 
as the dust itself, and take all gaily. Indeed, this is the 
nhilosophy we speak of. 

« And yet the dust is annoying too.^’ 

Well — take then just as much good sense as you require 
for the occasion. Think of a jest ; think of a bit of verse ; 
think of the dog you saw just now, coming out of the pond, 
and frightening the dandy in his new trousers. But at all 
events don’t let your temper be mastered by such a thing as 
a cloud of dust. It will show, either that you have a very 
infirm tempei indeed, or no ideas in your head. 

On all occasions in life, great or small, you may be the 
worse for them, or the better. You may be made the 
weaker or the stronger by them ; ay, even by so Small a 
thing as a little dust. 

When the famous Arbuthoot was getting into his carriage 
one day, he was beset with dust. What did he do ? Damn 
the dust or the coachman i No ; that was not his fashion. 
He was a wit, and a good-natured man ; so he fell to 
making an epigram, which he sent to his friends. It was 
founded on scientific knowledge, and consisted of the fol- 
lowing pleasant exaggeration : — 

ON A OU&TY DAT. 

The dust in smaller particles aro^e, 

Than those which fluid bodi^ s do compote. 

Contraries in extremes do oaen meet ; 

It was so drtf tha* fou msght call it vuet^

Dust at a distance sometimes takes a burnished or Uwny 
aspect in the sun, almost as handsome as the great yellow 
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smok^ out bf breweries $ and you may amuse yotir fancy ^ 
with thinking €£ the clouds that precede armies in the old 
books of ]4betryi--^the spears gleaming out^ — the noise of 
the throng growing on the ear, — and, at length, horses 
emerging, and helmets and flags, — the Lion of King^ 
Richard, or the Lilies of France. 

Or you may think of some better and more harmless 
palm of victory, **not without dust’’ {pa/ma non sine 
pulvere) ; dust, such as Horace says the horsemen of 
antiquity liked to kick up at the Olympic games, or as he 
more elegantly phrases it, collect (^col/egisse juvat » 
which a punster of our acquaintance translated, kicking up 
a dust at college ’*) ; or if you are m a very philosophic 
vein indeed, you may think of man’s derivdtion from dust, 
and his return to it, ledeeming your thoughts from gloom 
by the hopes beyond dust, and by the graces which poetry 
and the afFectioos have shed upon it m this life, like flowers 
upon graves, — ^lamenting witli the tender Petrarch, that 
‘‘those eyes of which he spoke so warmly,” and that 
golden hair, and “ the lightning of that angel smile,” and 
all those other beauties which made him a lover “ marked 
out from among men ” — a being abstracted “ from the rest 
of his species,” are now “ a little dust, without a 
feeling ” —

or repeating that beautiful lyric of the last of the Shak- 
spearian men, Shirley, which they say touched even the 
thoughtless bosom of Charles the Second : — 

death’s final conquest. 

The glories of our birth and state 
Are shadows, not substantial things 
There is no armour against fate ; 

Da^h Uyt his toy hand on iingt • 
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Sceptre and ciown 
Must tumble down, 

^nJ in the du*t he rqutil tnaiie 
With the poor ctooked st.yihc and spade.

Most true ; but with the leave of the fine poet ( which 
he would gladly have conceded to us). Death’s conquest 
is not “final ” ; for Heaven triumphs over him, and Dove 
too, and Poetry ; and thus we can get through the cloud 
even of his dust, and shake it, in aspiration, from our wings. 
Besides, wc know not, with any exactitude, what or who 
Death is, or whether there is any such personage, even in 
his negative sense, except inasmuch as he is a gentle voice, 
calling upon us to go some journey ; for the very dust 
that he is supposed to deal in is alive ; is the cradle of 
other beings and vegetation ; nay, its le.'i c particle belonc;s 
to a mighty life ; — is planetary,— is pa ' - f our star, — is the 
stuff of which the worlds are made, tliat roll and rejoice 
round the sun. 

Of these or the lil’i- ieliections, serious or otherwise, 
are the cogitations of the true pedestrian composed ; — such 
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:^re the weapons with which he triumphs over the most 
hostile of his clouds, whether material or metaphorical ; 
and, at the end of his dusty walk, he beholdcth, in 
beautiful pers]iecti\c, the towel, and the basin and water, 
with which he will render his eyes, cheeks and faculties, 
as cool and fresh, as if no dust had touched them ; nay, 
more BO^Jor the contrast. Never forget that secret of the 
reconcilements of this life. To sit down, newly washed 
and dressed, after a dusty journey, and hear that dinner 
is to be ready ** in ten minutes,’* is a satisfaction — a crown- 
ing and measureless content ” — which we hojie no one 
will enjoy who does not allow fair play between the harm- 
less lights and shadows of existence, and treat his dust 
uh respect. We defy him to enjoy it, at any rate, like 
those who do. His ill-temper, somehow or other, will 
fisc in retiibution against him, and find dust on liis saddle 
ol mutton. 



THE EAST-WIND 

Did anybody ever hear of the East- Wind when he was 
a boy? We remember no such thing. We never heard a 
word about it, all the time we wcic at school. There 
was the schoolmaster with his ferula^ but there was no 
Hast- Wind. Our elders might have talked about it, but 
such calamities of theirs are inaudible in the ears of the 
juvenile. A fine day was a fine day, let tlie wind be in 
wliat quarter it might. While writing this aiticlc, we hear 
everybody complaining, that the fine weather is polluted by 
the presence of the bJast-Wind. It has lasted so long as 
to force itself upon |)coplc*8 attention. The ladies confess 
their exasperation with it, for making free without being 
agreeable ; and as ladies’ quarrels ai c to be taken up, and 
there is no other way of grappling with this invisible 
enemy, we have put ourselves in a state of Editorial 
resentment, and have resolved to write an article against it. 

The winds are among the most mysterious of the opera- 
tions of the elements. We know not whence they come, 
or whither they go, — how they spring up, or how fall, — 
why they prevail so long, after such and such a fashion, in 
certain quarters ; nor, above all, why some of them should 
be at once so lasting and apparently so j)ernicious* We 
know some of their uses; but there is a great deal abo-it 
them we do not know, and it is difficult to put them to 
the question. As the sailor said of f i ghosts, ** we do not 
understand their tackle.” What is very curious is, there seems 
to be one of them which prevails in some particular quarter, and 
has a character for n^'l(ignlTy. In the South there is the 
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SciroccOf an ugly customer, dark, close, suffocating, making 
melancholy ; which blots the sky, and dejects the spirits of 
the most lively. In the Oriental parts of the cartli, there is 
the Tifoon, supposed by some to be tlie Tyj^hon, or Evil 
Principle of the ancients ; and in Euiope we have the 
East- Wind, whom the ancients reckoned among the Sons of 
Typhon. The winds, Mr Keightlcy tells us, were 
divided by the Greeks into nvholesome and noxiaur ; the 
former of which, Boreas (North- Wind), Zephyrus (West- 
Wind), and Notus (South- Wind), were, according to 
Hesiod, the children of Astra*us [S/arry) and Eos 
[Dawn). The other winds, he says (probably meaning 
only those who blow fiom the East), aie the race of 
Typhocus, whom he describes as the last and most terrible 
child of eaith. In Greece, as over the rest of Europe, 
the East-Wind was pernicious.’^ 

In England, the East-Wind is accounted pernicious if it 
last long ; and it is calculated, we believe, that it blows 
during three parts even of our fine weather. We have 
known a single blast of it blight a long row of ]>lants in a 
greenhouse. Its effects upon the vegetable creation arc 
sure to be visible if it last any time ; and it ])uts invalids 
into a very unpleasant state, by drying the pores of the skin, 
and thus giving activity to those numerous internal dis- 
orders, of which none arc more painful than what the 
moderns call nervousness, and our fathers understood by 
the name of the Vapours or the “Spleen,’' which, as 
Shenstone observed, is often little else than obstructed 
perspiration. An irritable poet exclaimed — 

Scarce in a showetless day the heavens indulge » 

Our melting clime, except the baleful East 
Withers the tender spring, and sourly checks 
The fancy of the year Our fathers talk’d 
Of summers, balmy airs, and skies serene : 

Good Heaven I for what unexpiated crimes 
This dismal change ? ” 
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This terrible question we shall answer presently. Mean- 
time, the sulTcrinp poet may be allowed to have been a little 
irritated. It is ceitainly provoking to have this invisible 
enemy invading a whole nation at his will, and sending 
among us, for w'ceks together, his impertinent and cutting 
inlluence, drying up our skins, blowing dust in our eyes, 
contradicting our sunshine, smoking our suburbs, behaving 
boisterously to our women, aggravating our scolds, wither- 
ing up our old gentlemen and ladies, nuUlfying the respite 
from smoke at Bow, perj)lexing our looms lietwcen hot and 
cold, closing u]) our windows, exasperating our rheumatisms, 
basely treating the wounds of our old soldiers, spoiling our 
gaidens, preventing our voyages, assisting thereby our Bow 
vStreet runners, hurting our tempers, increasing our melan- 
cholies, detcrioi ating our night-airs, showing our wi\es’ 
ankles, disordeiing our little children, not being good for 
our U’asts, peiplexing our pantaloons (to know which to 
put on), deranging our ring, lets, scarifying our eyes, thinning 
our apple-taith, endangering our dances, getting damned our 
weathercocks, barharizing our creditors, incapacitating our 
debtors, obstructing all moist processes in the arts, hinder- 
ing our asirononieis,^ tiring our editors, and endangering 
our sales. 

The ]H)et asks what crimes could have brought upon us 
the evils of our climate ? He should ask the schoolboy 
that runs about, the gipsy who laughs at tlic climate, or 
the ghost of some old F,nglish yeoman, Ixforc taxes and 
sedentary living abounded. An l',ast-Wind, like every 
other evil, except folly and ill intention, is found, when 
properly grappled with, to be not only no evil, but a goo'^, 
at least a negative one, sometimes a t jsitive ; and even 
folly and ill intention aie but the mis- ^cs of a community 
in its progress fiom bad to good, rlow evil conics at all, 

1 During E.Lsf-W’iiHl5 a'li nomcTh aie unable to pursue their 
obsi'i vatioiis, on accoun i a ceitatn hazy motion in the air. 
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wc cannot say. Tt sufTices us to believe, that it is in its 
nature fugitne ; and that it is the nature of good, when good 
returns, to outlast it beyond all calculation. If we led the 
natural lives to which we ho|ic and believe tint the idvancc 
of knowledge and comfort will bring us round, wt should 
feel the Fast-Wind as little as the gipsies do: it would be 
the same lefrcshment to us that it is to the glowing school- 
l>oy, after Ins exercise ; and as to nipping our fi uits and 
flowers, some living creature niikos a dish of tlum, if we do 
not. With these considerations, we should be well content 
to recognise the concoidta dtscors that liaimoniscs the in'im- 
mate crtation. If ii writ not for the b ist-Wmd in this 
country, we should probably have too miuh wet. Our 
winters would not dry up ; our June fields would be mi- 
passable : we should not be able to cnjo> tlie West- Wind 
Itself, the Zcphji with its lap full of flowtrs. And upon 
the supposition that there is no peril in the bast- Wind that 
may not ultimately be nullified, we need not trouble our- 
selves witli the cjmstion, why the danger of excessive 
moisture must be counteracted by a wind lull of dryness. 
All the excesses of tlic elements will one d i) be p istimc , 
for the healthy arms iiul disceining faculties of discovering 
nun. 

And so we finish our vituptrmons in tin w .y in wIulIi 
such things ought generally to be finished, witli a discovery 
that the fiult objected to is in ourselves, and renewed 
admiration of the abundance of promise m .ill the works 
of nature. 



AUTUMNAL COMMENCEMENT 
OF FIRES 


How pleasant it is to have fires again ! We have not 
time to rc'grtt summer, when the cold fogs Ixigin to force 
us upon tlie necessity of a new kind of warmth ; -a warmth 
not ho fine as sunshine, hut, as manners go, more sociable. 
The I'.nglish get together over then fires, as the Italians 
do in their summer-shade. We do not enjoy our sunshine 
as we ought ; our climate seems to render us almost un- 
aware that the weather is fine, when it really becomes so ; 
but for the •»amc reason, wc make as much of our winter, 
as the anti-social habits that have grown upon us ^rom 
other causes will allow. And for ' similar reason, tlie 
southern Eurojican is unprepared or a cold day. 'Phe 
houses in many jiarts of Italy arc summer-houses, unpre- 
pared for winter ; so that when a fit of cold weather comes, 
the dismayed inhabii m*, .valking and shivering aliout with

a little brazier in his hands, presents nn awkward image of 
insufficiency and perplexity. A few of our fogs, shutting 
up the sight of everything out of doors, and making the 
trees and the caves of the houses drip like rain, would ad- 
monish him to get warm in good earnest. If “ the web of 
our life” is always to be “ of a mingled yarn,” a good 
warm heaith-rug is not the worst part of the nuinul.icture. 

Here we are then again, with our fire before us, and our 
l>ooks on each side. What shall we do ? Shall we take 
out a Life of somebody, or a Theocritus, or Petrarch, or 
Ariosto, or Montaigne, or Marcus Aurelius, or Molieie, or 
Shakspeare, who includes them all ? Or shall we taul an 
engraving from Poussin or Raphael ? Oi shall wo sit with 
tilted chairs, planting our wiists upon our knees, and toast- 
ing the up-turned palms of our hands, while we discourse 
of manners and of man’s heart and hopes, with at least a 
sincerity, a good intention, and good - nature, that shall 
warrant what we say with the sincere, the good-intentioned, 
and the good-natured ? 

Ah — take care. You see what that old-Iooking saucei 
is, with a handle to it \ It is a venerable piece of earthen- 
ware, which may have been worth, to an Athenian, about 
twopence ; but to an author, is worth a great deal moi e 
than ever he could -deny for it. And yet he would deny 
it too. It will fetch his imagination more than ever it 
fetched potter or penny-maker. Its little shallow circle 
overflows for him wllli the milk and honey of ri thousand 
pleasant associations. This is one of the uses of having 
mantel-pieces. You may often see on no very rich mantel- 
piece a rcprcsentati\e body of all the elements j)hysical and 
intellectual — a shell for the sea, a stuffed bird or some 
feathers for the aii, a curious piece of nnneial foi the e.irti), 
a glass of water with some flowers in it foi the visible pMj- 
cess of creation, — a cast from sculpture for the mind of 
man ; — and underneath all, is the bright and cvci -springing 
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(ire, running up through them hccivcnwardfc, like hope 
through niattnality. We like to have any little cuiiosity 
of the mantcl-pitce kind within our reach and inspection. 
Por the samt reason, wc like a small study, wlitre wi are 
almost in contact with our books. Wc like to feel them 
about us , — to be in the arms of our mistress Philosophy, 
lathir than sec her at a distince. To have a huge apart- 
ment for a stud) is like lym^ in the great bed at Ware, or 
being snug on a mih -stone upon Hounslow Heath. It 
18 space and physical activity, not repose and concentration. 
It IS fit only for grandeur ind ostentition —for those who 
have secretaries, and are to be ippro u lied like gods m a 
temple. The Archbishop of Toledo, no doubt, wrote hi» 
hoiinliis in a room ninety ket long. The Miiquis Mari- 
alva must hive been ippioaehcd by Gil Bias through whole 
ranks of glitunng authois, standing at due distance. But 
Ariosto, whose mind could fly out of its nest over all 
nature, wrote over the house he built, parva^ sed apta 
mtht'* - small, but suited to me. However, it is to be ob- 
seived, tint he could not afford a larger. He was a 
Duoden inan, in that rtsjiect, like ourselves. We do not 
know how our ideas of i study might expind with our 
walls. Montiigne, who wis Montaigne ♦‘of that ilk and 
lord of 1 great ch iteau, had a study “sixteen paees in 
diameter, with three noble and free prospects.” He con- 
gratulates himself, it the same time, on its circular figure, 
evidently from a feeling allied to the one in favour of small- 
ness “ TJie figure of my study,” says he, “ is round, and 
has no more flat (bare) wall, than what is taken up by my 
table and my chairs ; so that the remaining parts ot the 
circle present me with a view of a 1 ! ») books at one*, set 

upon file degrees of shelves rour about me/* (Cotton’s 
lilontat^m^ bk III. eh in ). 

A gieat prospect we hold to be a very disputable advan- 
tage, upon ilie 8 SLn L rccosomng as before , but we like to 
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have tome green boughs about out windows, and to fancy 
ourselves as much as possible in the country, when we arc 
not there. Milton expressed a wish with regard to his 
study, extremely suitable to our present purpose. He 
would have the lamp in it seen ; thus letting otheis into a 
share of his enjoyments, by the imagination of them. 

And let my lamp at midnight hour 
Be setn in some high lonely towei, 

Where I may oft outwjtrh the Bear 
Witli thrice great Hermes; or unsphere 
The Spiiit of Plato, to unfold 
What woild oi what vast itgions hold 
Tlie iminottal mind, that liath forsook 
Her maniiion in this tlishly nook. 

Th( re ii» a tine passionate burst of tniliubiasm on the sub- 
ject of a study, in i‘'lctcher’8 play of the Elder Brother, 
Act I. Scene ii, ; — 

Sordid and dunghill minds, composed of earth, 

In that gro&p element fix ail their happiness 
But puier spirits, purged and ichtiid, 

Shake off that clog of human irailt). fJive me 
Lease to enjoy mjsell 1 hat plaie, that does 
Contain my books, tlie best companions, u 
To me a gloiious touit, where hourly I 
Converse with the old sages and philosophers; 

And sometimes for variety I c.onf< i 

With kings andempciots, and weigh their counsels; 

Calling their sictuiies, if unjustly got, 

Unto a strict a< count, and in my fancy, 

Deface theii ill-placed statues Can I then 
Part with such constant pleasures, to emhrare 
Uncertain vanities ? No, be it your car^ 

To augment a heap of wealth : it shall be mine 
To increase in knowledge. Lights there, for study 
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Wii have to iiilbrm the public of a remarkable discovery, 
whicli, lhoui;h partially disclosed by former travellers, has 
still remained, lor the most part, a strange secret. It is 
this; — that there is actually, at this ptCvScnt moment, and in 
this our own beautiful country of Gicat Britain, a large 
tract of territory, which to nine hundred and ninety-nine 
thousandths of our beloved countrymen is as much an undis- 
covered land ns the other end of New South Wales, the 
Pole which they ha\e gone to find o” We have read of 
places in romance, which were mor ,‘uit nut by magic from 
jieople’s eyes, though close to them, than if a fdty-foot wall 
encircled them. It would seem as if some such supernatural 
prohibition existed witii regard to the land in question ; for 
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the extremities of it reach to within a short distance from 
the Metropolis, which it suriounds on all sides ; nay, wc 
have heard of persons riding through it, without seeing any- 
thing but a sign- post or some corn ; and yet it is so beautiful, 
that it is called emphatically “The Country.” 

It abounds in the finest natuial productions. The more 
ipajestic parts of it are at a distance ; but the zealous 
explorer may come upon its gcntlei heaiilies in an incredibly 
short time. Its pastures and cattle arc admit able. Deer 
are to be met with in the course of Italf a day’s journey ; 
and the travellei is accompanied, wherever he goes, with the 
music of singing birds. Immediately towards the south is 
a noble river, which brings you to an upland of the most 
luxuriant description, looking m the witer like a lich-haued 
Ixrauty in her glass : yet the place is in general solitary. 
Towards the north, at a less distance, are some other hilly 
spots of ground, wiiich partake more of the rudely romantic, 
Tunning however into scenes of the like sylvan elegance ; 
and yet these aie still more solitaiy. The inhabitants of 
these lands, called the Countiy-Pco])Ie, stem, in tiutli, 
pretty nearly as blind to their merits as those who never see 
them ; but their jicrccptlons will doubtless increase, in pro- 
portion as tlieir pohslicd neighbours set the e\ain|j!e. It 
should be said tor tliem, that some causes, with which wc 
have nothing to do in this place, have rendered them duller 
to such impressions than they appear to have been a century 
or two ago; but we repeat, that they will not live in such 
scenes to no purjmsc, if those who know better, take an 
interest in their improvement. Their children have an 
instinct that ia wiser, till domestic cares do it away. .♦They 
may he seen in the fiilds and green lanes, witli their curly 
locks and brown faces, gathering the ilowers v/Mk h abound 
there, and the namea of which arc as pretty as the sh*i|)eb 
and colours. They are called wild roses, piimroscs, violets, 
the rose campion, germander, stellaria, wild anemone, bird’s- 
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eye, daisies and buttercups, lady-smocks, ground -ivy, hare- 
bells orbIue-beIls,wakt-robin, lilies of the valley, etc., etc. The 
tree s arc oiks, tlms, birches, ash, poplar, willow, wild cherry, 
the Dowering may bush, etc , etc., all, in short, that we dote 
upon in pictures, and wish that we had about us when it is 
hot in Choapside and Bond Street. It is perfectly transport- 
ing in fine weather, like the present, for instance, to lounge 
unde I the licdgerow elms in one oi these sylvan pfaees, and 
set tlie light smoke of the cottages fuming up among the 
green trees, the cattle grazing or lying about with a heavy 
placidity accordint to the time and scene, “painted jays*' 
gl incing about the glens, the gentle hills sloping down into 
witci, the winding embowered lines, the leafy and flowery 
banks, the green oiks igainst the blue sky, their ivitd 
trunks, the silv< r-bodied and \oung-haired birches, and the 
mossy griss in blc-cirpeud itter the vernal rains. Trans- 
porting IS It to set all this, and transporting to hear the 
linnets, thiushes, ind hlackbiids, the gravt gladness of the 
bet, and the btotk-dove “brooiing over her own sweet 
voiet.** And more tt insporting thin all is it to he in such 
pliee-> with a /run J thit feels like ourselves, in whose heart 
md t)ts (cipeeiallv if they have fan lids), wc may sec all 
our ow n hap])inebs doubled, as the landsc \\^ itself is reflected 
in the w iters. 




FAR COUNTRIES 

Ima(»inatu)N, thon£»h no nie«in thing, is not a jiroud one 
If It looks down from its wings upon common-])liicc8, it 
only the niort perceives the \ istntss of the legion 'ihout it. 
The infinity into winch its fiight c.iiiits it might indeed 
throw hick upon it a too great sense of insignific incc, did 
not beauty or Moral Justice, with its equal eye, look througli 
that blink aspect of power, and rcassuic it ; showing it that 
there IS a power as much above power itself, as the thought 
ihit reaches to all, is to the hand that lan touch only thus 
far. 

But we do not wish to get into tins tempting region of 
speculation just now. We only mu nd to show the particular 
instance, m which imigination instini tixdy displays its n itiiral 
humiJity : we mean, the fondness which miipnative times 
and people hive shown fur what is personally remotf fiom 
them; for what is opposed to their own indivuJud con- 
sciousness, even in range of space, in farncss of situation. 
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There is no surer mark of a vain people than their 
treating other nations with contempt, especially those of 
whom they know least. It is better to verify the proverli, 
and take everything unknown for magnificent, than pre- 
determine it to be wortliless. The gain is greater. The 
instinct is more judicious. When we mention the French 
as an instance, we do not mean to he invidious. Most 
nations have their good as well as bad features. In Vanity 
Fair theie are many booths. 

Tlie French, not long ago, praised one of their neigli- 
bours so highly, that the latter is suspected to have lost as 
much modesty, as the former gained by it. But they did 
this as a set-otf against their own despots and bigots. 
When they again became the greatest power in Europe, 
they had a relapse of their old egotivsm. The F'rench, 
though an amiable and intelligent people, are not an 
imaginative one. The greatest luight they go is in r 
balloon. They get no furtlier than Fiance, let ‘ em go 
where they will. They “run the gicat circle and are still 
at homc,^^ like the squitrcl in his rolling cage. Instead of 
going to Nature in their poetry, they would make her 
come to them, and dress herself at their last new toilet. 
In philosophy and metaphysics, they divest themselves of 
gross j^rejudiccs, and then think they are in as graceful a 
state of nakedness as Adam and Eve. 

At tlic time when the F'rench had this fit upon them of 
praising the Itnglish (which was nevertheless the honcster 
one of the two), they took to praising the Chinese for 
numberless unknown qualities. This seems a contradiction 
to the near-sightedness wc speak of: but the reason they 
piaised them was, that the Chine^* had the merit of 
religious toleration; a great and e\» ordin iry one certainly, 
and not the less so for huing been, to all appearance, the 
work of one man. Ail die romance of China, such as it 
was, -anything in v. bicfi they differed from the French, — 
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their dress, their porcelain towers, their Great Wall, — was 
nothing. It was the particular ngreenient witli the 
philosophers. 

It hapj)cned, curiously enough, that they could not have 
selected for their panegyric a nation appaiently more con- 
temptuous of others ; oi at least inoic bclf-satisfied and un- 
imaginative. The Chinese arc cunning and ingenious, and 
have a great talent at bowing out ambassidois who conic to 
visit them. But it is somewhat inconsistent with what 
appears to be their general character, that they should pay 
strangers even this cf|uivocaI compliment; for under a pro- 
digious mask of |K)litene8s, they are not slow to evince their 
ontempt of other nations, whenever any compaiison is 
insinuated with the subjects of the Brother of the Sun 
and M''on. The knowledge they respect in us most is that 
of gun-making, and of the liabt-lntlian passage. When 
our countrymen showed them a maj) of the earth, they 
inc ’’•''d for Chini ; and on finding that it only made a little 
j LM c m i corner, could not contain their dension, 'l^hey 
'hought that it was the main territorv^ in the middle, the 
ij.plc of the world’s eye. 

On the other hand, the most imiginative nations, in their 
highest times, i\e had a rtsj>ect for remote countries. It 
^8 a 1^1 take to suppose that the ancient teim b.irbaiian, 
applied to foreigners, suggcitcd the meaning we arc apt to 
give it. It gathered some such insolence with it in the 
course of timi‘ • but the more intellectual Greeks venerated 
the countne n which they brought the elements of 
their mythology and philosophy. The philosopher travelled 
into b'gyi't, Ilk ‘ a son to see his father. The mcfchant 
leard in Ph<rnicia the far-brought stones of other realms, 
which he told to his delighted countrymen. It is sup- 
posed, that the mortal part of Mentor in the Odystry was 
drawn from one of these voyagers. When Anacharsis 
the Scythian was reproached with his native jilacc by an 
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unworthy Greek, he said, country may be a shame to 

me, but you are a shame to your country/' Greece had 
a lofty notion of the Persians and the Great King, til! 
Xerxes came over lo leach it betiei, and betrayed the ‘soft- 
ness of their skulls. 

It was the same with the Arabians, at the time when they 
had the accomplishments of the world to themaelves ; as we 
see by their delightful tales. Everything shines with them 
in the distance, like a sunset. What an amiable peojde are 
these Persians! What a wonderful place is the island of 
Sercndib ! You would think nothing could be liner than the 
Caliph's city of Bagdad, till you hear of “ Grand Cairo " ; 
and how lias that epithet and that name towered in the 
imagination of all those, who have not had the misfortune to 
sec the modern city? Sindbad was respected, like Ulysses, 
because he had seen so many adventures and nations. So 
w.is Aboulfaouiis the Great Voyager, in the Persian 'laics. 
Mis very name sounds like a wonder. 

With many a tempest had his beard been shaken. 

It was one of the workings of the great Alfred’s mind, 
to know aln)ut far-distant countries. There is a translation 
by him of a book of geogra|)hy ; and he even employed 
yK'opie to travel : a great stretch of intellectual munificence 
for those times. About the same period, Haroun al 
Raschid (whom our manhood is startled to find almost a 
less real person than wc thought him, for his very reality) 
wrote a letter to the Emjicror of the West, Charlemagne. 
Mere is Arabian and Italian romance, shaking hands in 
person. 

''I'he Crusades pierced into a new world of remoteness. 
We do not know whether those wv^c much benefited, who 
took part in them ; but for the imaginative persons remain- 
ing at liome, the idea oi’ going to Palestine must ^ave been 
like travelling into a supernatural world. When the cam- 
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paign Itself bad a good effect, it must have been of a very\ 
fine and highly-tempered description. Chaucei*b Knight 
had been 

Sometime with the loid of PaUtie

And evermore he had a so\tr(ign price , 

And though that he \%aji woithj, ht \v is vvise,

How like a return fiom the moon must have Iwn tlie 
re-appearance ot such travellers ds Sir lohn Mandtvile, 
Marco Polo, and William de Rubruquis, with rheir news of 
Prester John, the Great Mogul, and the great Cham of 
Tartary’ The long-lost \ovager must hive been like a 
person conscciatcd in ill the quarters of hcivtn His sialF 
and his beard must hive looictd like relics of his loimer 
self. The Venetians, who wcic some of the t iiliest 
European travellers, hive been rtmuktd, among their 
other amnble quditie*s, for tlieir gttit icsject for stnngeis. 
The peculiarity of their position, and the absent c of so 
many things which are common-places to other countries, 
such as streets, horses anel eoacht*s, add, no douht, to this 
feeling. But a foolish or vain people wouhl only fed a 
contempt for vvhu they did not jiussess. Milton, in one of 
those favourite jussages ol his, in which he turns i nomen- 
clature into such grand meaning iiid music, shows ub whose 
old footing he had delighted to follow How he tnjo)s 
the distance ; emphatically using the words far^ jartJ (st and 
utmost f 

— Embassies from regions far remote, 

In various habits, on the Appian road, 

Or on the Emili in , some from firtbest south, 

Syene, and when the <<ltadow both way falls, 

Meroe, Nilotick hic and more to wtst,

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From the A^lun and Parthian among these;

One (>{ tilt* main lu‘ij><. to our love of remoteness in 
general, is the associations we connect with it of peace ami 
quietness. Wiiatcver there ma) ix* at a ilistance, people 
feel as if they should escape from the worry of their local 
cares. “ O that I had wings like a dove • then would 1 
lly away and Ih‘ at rest.** T'he word /T/r is often used wiJ* 
fully in poetry, to render de-Mnce still more distant. An 
old L'ngli.ih song he/jns -

Mi l.amh, in his Rri Hons of ChruC s 
lIospUHi^ says that he renumher*i wl.en -ome hall-do/en 
of his sv liooltcllows set oti, ‘'without riia]', card, or com- 
pa,ss, on a serious ex|»edilion to find out Phil.j^ OuaWfi 
Island.** We once encountered a set of hoys as romantic. 
It was at no greater distance than at the loot of a lull near 
Hampstead ; yet the spot was so jxrfecily Cisalpine to 
them, that two of them came up to us w'ith looks of 
hushing eagernes'^, and asked “whet’.'’, on the other side 
of that hill, there were not robbers , to which, the minor 
adventurer of the two ihlded, “and some say seip'nts/* 
They had all got h. .*nd arrows, and were evidently

It r wig, it is a 
toniproini a* Iniwitn tlu more modern Bti,ui.ii in^l the 
dt partt^^ glorv ol tlu toupie, H his own Inm, it is wlnit, 
in t*]>it( of his f iMiuiite piand on, who used lo git on the 
ihair bihind him, iiid pull thi silsir l.ors out, ten )tais 
ago. If he IS bild at top, the halrdre^ser, ho\rrir)g .ind 
breathing about him like a second )ouih, takv^ c jii lo give 
the Iwld place a> niULh powder as the co\ered, in order 
that he may convey to the bensorium within a j>Ila>ing 
indistinctness of idea rcspicting the cxati limit'' of skin and 
hair. He is very clean and neat ; and, in w.uiii weather, 
is proud of opening his waisti oat lialf-way down, and 
letting so much of his frill be seen, in order to show his 

c 
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hardiness as 'well as taste. His watch and shirt-bnttona 
are of the best ; and he docs not care if he has two rings on 
a finger. If his watch ever failed him at the club or 
coffee-house, he would take a walk every day to the 
nearest clock of good character, purely to keep it right. 
He has a cane at home, but seldom uses it, on finding it 
out of fashion with his elderly juniors. He has a, small 
cocked hat for gala days, which he lifts higher from his 
head than the round one, when bowed to. In his pockets 
are two handkerchiefs (one for the neck at night-time), his 
spectacles, and his pocket-book. The pocket-book, among 
other things, contains a receipt for a cough, and some verses 
cut out of an odd sheet of an old magazine, on the lovely 
Duchess of A., beginning — 

When beauteous Mil a walks the plain. 


He intends this for a common-place book which he keeps, 
consisting of passages in verse and prose, cut out of news- 
papers and magazines, and pasted in columns ; some of 
them rather gay. His principal other books are Shake- 
speare’s Plays and Milton’s Paradise Lost ; the 
Spectator y the History of England^ the Works of 
Lady M. W, Montague, Pope and Churchill ; Middle- 
ton’s Geography ; the Gentleman s Magazine ; Sir John 
Sinclair on Longevity ; several plays with portraits in 
character ; Account of Elizabeth Cannings Memoirs of 
George yinn Bellamy^ Poetical jimusements at Bath- 
Easton^ Blair’s Works^ Elegant Extracts*, Junius, as 
originally published ; a few pamphlets on the American 
War and Lord George Gordon, &c., and one on the 
French Revolution. In his sitting-roorss are someehgrav- ^ 
ings from Hogarth and Sir Joshua ; engraved portrait of 
the Marquis of Granby ; ditto of Ri. le Comte dc Grasse 
surrrendering to Admiral Rodney ; a humorous piece after 
Penny ; and a portrait of i.:inself ; painted by Sir Joshua* 
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H|8 wife*8 portrait is in his chamber^ looking upon hts bed 
She is a little girl, stepping forward with a smile, and i 
pointed toe^ as if going to dance. He lost her when shi 
was sixty. 

The Old Gentleman is an eirly user, bt cause he intend; 
to live at least twenty years longer. He continues to taki 
tea for breakfast, in spite of what is said agiinst its ncrvoui 
effects ; having been satisfied on that point some years ag( 
by Dr. Johnston’s criticism on Hanway, and a great liking 
for tea previously. His china cups ind saucers ha\c bcci 
broken since his wife’s death, all but one, which is religiously 
kept for his use. He passes his morning in walking oi 
riding, looking m at auctions, looking after hts India bond; 
or some such money securities, furthering some subsciiptiot 
set on foot by his excellent friend Sir John, or chcMpcning j 
new old print for lus portfolio. lie also hears of the ncws> 
papers ; not caring to see them till after dinner at the coffee- 
house. He may also cheapen a fish or so , the fishmongi 
bohciuog his doubting eye as he passes, with a profound bov 
of recognition. He eats a pear before dinner. 

Hts dinner at the coffee-house is served up to ium at th( 
accustomed hour, in the old accustomed way, and by thi 
accustomed waiter. If William did not bring it, the fisl 
would be sure to be stale, and the flesh new. He cats nc 
tart ; or if he ventures on a little, takes cheese with it 
You might as soon attempt to persuade him out of his senses 
as that cheese is not good for digestion. He takes port 
and if he has drunk more than usual, and in a more private 
place, may be induced by some respectful inquiries rcsjject- 
log the old style of music, to sing a song composed Mr 
Oswald or Mr. Lampe, such as — 

Chloe, by that borrowed kiss, 
or 

Come, gentle god of soft repose, 
or his wife’s favourite ballad, beginning — 
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At Upton on the hill, 

There lived a happy pair* 

Of course, no such exploit can take place in the coffee- 
room : but he will canvass the theory of that matter there 
with you, or discuss the weather, or the markets, or the 
theatres, or the merits of “ my lord North ’’ or my lord 
Rockingham;” for he raiely says simply, loid ; it is 
generally “ my lord,” trippingly and gcntccly off the 
tongue. If alone after dinner, his great delight is the 
ncwB))apcr ; which he j)rcpares to read by wiping his spcc- 
taclevs, carefully adjusting them on liis eyes, and drawing 
the c, indie clobc to him, so as to stand sideways l>etwixt his 
ocular aim and the small tvjM;. He tlien holds the paper at 
aim's length, and (Iroj)ping his eyelids half down and his 
mouth half open, takes cognisance of the day's information. 
If he leaves off, it is only when the door is opened by 
a new-conuT, or when he suspects somebody is over- 
anxious to get the paptr out of his hand. On these 
occasions he gives an important hem ! or so ; and 
resumes. 

In the evening, our Old Gentleman is fond of going to 
the theatre, or of having a game of cards. If he enjoys 
the latter at his own house or lodgings, he likes to play 
with some fi lends whom he has known for many years; 

but an elder ly sti anger may be introduced, if quiet and 

scientific ; and tne privilege is extended to younger men of 
letters; who, if ill playeis, are good losers. Not that he 
is a miser, but to win money at cards is like proving his 
victory by getting the baggage ; and to win off a younger 
man is a substitute for his not being able to beat him 

at rackets. He breaks up early, ubether at home or 

abroad. 

At the theatre, he likes a front row in the pit. He 
comes early, if he can do sc without getting into a squeeze, 
and sits patiently for the drawing up of the curtain, 
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with his hands placidly lying one over the other on the top 
of his stick. He generously admires some of the best per- 
formers, but thinks them far inferior to Garrick, Woodward, 
and Clive. During splendid scenes, he is anxious that the 
little boy should see. 

He has been induced to look in at Vauxhall again, but 
likes it still less than he did years back, and cannot bear it 
in comparison with Ranelagh. He thinks everything looks 
poor, flaring, and jaded. Ah ! ’* says he, with a sort of 
a-iumphant sigh, “ Ranelagh was a noble place ! Such , 
taste, such elegance, such beauty ! There was the Duchess 
of A,, the finest woman in bmgland, Sir ; and Mrs. L., a 
mighty fine creature ; and Lady Susan what’s her name, 
that had that unfortunate affair with Sir Cliarles. Sir, they 
came swimming by you like the swans.” 

The Old Gentleman is very particular in having his 
slippers ready for him at the fire, when he conics home. 
He is also extremely choice in his snuft', and delights to 
get a fresh box-full in Tavistock Street, in his way to the 
theatre. His Ijox is a curiosity from India. He calls 
favourite young ladies by their Christian names, however 
slightly acquainted with them; and has a privilege of 
saluting all brides, mothers, and indeed every species of 
lady, on the least holiday occasion. If the husband, for 
iustance, has met with a piece of luck, he instantly moves 
forward, and gravely kisses the wife on the check. The 
wife then says, “ My niece, Sir, from the country ; ” and 
he kisses the niece. The niece, seeing her cousin biting 
her lips at the joke, says, My cousin Harriet, Sir ; ” and 
hc: kisses the cousin. He “ never recollects such weather,” 
except during the “ Great F rost,” or when he rode down 
with ** Jack Skrimshire to Newmarket.” He grows young 
again in his little grand-chiidren, especially the one which 
he thinks most like himself ; which is the handsomest. Yet 
he likes perhaps the one most resembling his wife ; and 
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will sit with him on his lap, holding his hand in silence^ for 
a quarter of an hour together. He plays most tricks with 
the former, and makes him sneeze. He asks little boys in 
general who was the father of Zclx*dee’8 children. If his 
grandsons rue at school, he often goes to see them; and 
makes tlienj blush by telling the master or the upper- 
scholars, that tljoy aie fine lx>ys, and of a piecocious genius. 
He IB much struck when an old acquaintance dies, but adds 
that he lived too fast ; and that poor Dob was a sad dog in 
hia youth ; *‘:i very sad dog. Sir; niightdy set upon a short 
life and a merry one.’* 

When he gets very old indeed, he will sit for whole 
evenings, and say little or nothing ; but informs you that 
there is Mrs. Jones {'the housekeeper) — “ *11 talk.*’ 
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Tf the Old L uiy is a widow and lives alone, the m inners 
of her condition and time of life are bo mueh the more 
apparent. She generall) dnsns in plain ailks, that make a 
gentle rustling as she moves about the silenie of hti room ; 
and she wears a nice cap with a lace border, that comes 
under the chin. Jn a placket at her side is an old enamelled 
watch, unless it is locked uj) in a diawer of her toilet, for 
fear of accidents. Her waist is rather tight and turn than 
otherwise, as she had a fine one wlun young; and she is 
not sorry if you see a pair of hei stockings on a table, that 
you may l>e aware of the neatness of her leg and foot. Con- 
tented with these and other evident indications of a gomi shajx*, 
and letting her young fi lends understand that she ( an afford 
to obscure it a little, she weais pockets, and uses them well 
too* In the one is her liandkerchief, and any heavier 
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matter that is not likely to come out with it, iuch as the 
change of a sixpence ; in the other is a miscellaneous assort- 
ment, consisting of a pocket-book, a bunch of keys, a 
needle-case, a spectacle-case, crumbs of biscuit, a nutmeg 
and grater, a smelling-bottle, and, according to the season, 
an orange or apple, which after many days she draws out, 
warm and glossy, to give to some little child that has well 
Iwhaved itself. She generally occupies two rooms, in the 
neatest condition possible. In the chamber is a bed with a 
white coverlet, built up Iiigh and round, to look well, and 
with curtains of a pastoral pattern, consisting alternately of 
large plants, and shepherds and shejihcrdesses. On the 
mantelpiece are more shepherds and shepherdesses, with 
dot-eyed sheep at their feet, ail in coloured ware : the man, 
]x;rhups, in a pink jacket and knots of ribbons at his knees 
and shoes, holding his crook tightly in one hand, and with 
the other at his breast, turning his toes out and looking 
tenderly at the she))hcrde88 : the woman holding a crook 
also, and modestly returning his look, with a gipsy-hat 
jerked up behind, a very slender waist, with petticoat and 
hips to counteract, and the petticoat pulled up through the 
pocket-holes, in order to show the trimness of her ankles. 
But these patterns, of course, arc various. The toilet is 
ancient, carved at the edges, and tied alxjut with a snow- 
white drapery of muslin. Beside it are various boxes, 
mostly japan ; and the set of drawers are exquisite things 
for a little girl to rummage, if ever little girl be so bold, — 
containing ribbons and laces of various kinds ; linen smelling 
of lavender, of the flowers of which there is always dust in ^ 
the corners; a heap of |X)cket-books P)r a series of years | 
and pieces of dress long gone bv, such as head-fronts, 
stomachers, and flowered satin sho with enormous heels. 
The stock of letters are under especial lock and key. So . 
much for the bed-roon;. In the sitting-room is rather a . 
spare assortment J shining old mahogany fumiturei 
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carred arm-chairs equally old, with chintz draperies down 
to the ground ; a folding or other screen, with Chinese 
figures, their round, little-eyed, meek faces perking side- 
, ways ; a stuffed bird, perhaps in a glass case (a living one 
is too much for her) ; a portrait of her husband over the 
mantel-piece, in a coat with frog-buttons, and a delicate 
frilled hand lightly inserted in the waistcoat ; and opposite 
him on the wall, is a piece of embroidered literature, framed 
and glazed, containing some moral distich or maxim, 
worked in angular capital letters, with two trees or parrots 
below, in their proper colours ; tlie whole concluding with ^ 
an ABC and numerals, and the name of the fair industiious, 
expressing it to be “her work, Ian. 14, The rest 

of the furniture consists of a looking-glass with carved 
edges, perhaps a settee, a hassock for the feet, a mat for the 
little dog, and a small set of shelves, in which are the 
Spectator and Guardian^ the Turkish Spyy a Bible and Prayer 
Booky Young’s Nijr/ji I'hou^hts with a piece of lace in it to 
flatten, Mrs. Rowe’s Devout Exertites of the Hearty Mrs. 
Glassc’s Cookeryy and jierhaps Sir Charles Grandisotiy and 
Clarissa, John Buncle is in the closet among the pickles 
and prek^rves. The clock is on the lantling-place between 
the two room doors, where it ticks audibly but quietly ; and 
the landing-place, as well as the stairs, is carpeted to a 
nicety. The house is most in character, and pro|KTly 
coeval, if it is in a retired suburb, and strongly built, witli 
wainscot rather than paper inside, and lockers in the win- 
dows. Before the windows should be some quivering 
poplars. Here the Old Lady receives a few quiet visitors 
to tea, and perhaps an early game at cards ; or you may see 
her going out on the same kind of visit herself, with a 
light umbrella running up into a stick and crooked ivory 
handle, and her little dog, equally famous for his love 
to her and captious antipathy to strangers. Her grand - 
jchildrep dislike him on holidays, and the boldest 


some- 
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times ventures to give him a sly kick under the table. 
When she returns at night, she appears, if the weather 
happens to l)e doubtful, in a calash ; and her servant in 
pattenfa, follows half behind and half at her side, with a 
lantern. 

Her opinions are not many nor new. She thinks tlie 
clergyman a nice man. The Duke of Wellington, in her 
opinion, is a very great man ; but she has a secret preference 
for the Marquis of Gianby. She thinks the young women 
of the present day too forward, and the men not respectful 
enough ; hut hopes her grand-children will be better ; though 
she diders with hoi daughtet in seveial points icspocting 
their management. She sets little value on the new accom- 
jihslimenth ; is a great though delicate connoisseur in 
biitthei’s meat and all sorts ot housewifery; and if you 
mention walt/es, expatiates on the grace and fine bieeding 
of the minuet. She longs to ha\e seen one danced by Sir 
Charles (iiandison, wlunn she almost considers us a real 
person. She likes a walk ot a summer’s evening, but 
avoids the new stiects, canals, etc., and sometimes goes 
through the chuichyatd, wheie her children and husband 
lie Iniried, serious, but not melancholy. She has had three 
great ejtochs in her life: her marriage — her having been at 
court, to see the King and Queen and Royal Family - and 
a compliment on her figure she once received, in passing, 
from Mr Wilkes, whom she describes as a sad, loose man, 
but engaging. His plainness she thinks much exaggerated. 
If anything takes her at a distance from home, it is still the 
court ; but she seldom stirs, even for that. The last time 
but one that she went, was to see the D ’\e of Wirtemln rg ; 
and most probably for the last time of ..h, to sec the Princess 
Charlotte and Prince Leopold. I rom this beatific vision 
she returned with the me admiration as ever for the fine 
comely appearance of ihe Duke of York and the rest of the 
family, and great delight at having had a Dear view of the 
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Princess, whom she speaks of with smiling pomp and lifted 
mittens, clasping them as passionately as she can together, 
and calling her, in a tran8|>ort of mixed loyaltv and self- 
love, a fine royal young cicalurc, and “ Daughter of 
England/' 


A WALK 

FROM DUIAVK 11 TO liROCKHAM 

TN A LLTTF'R TO A hRIh.ND 
(tn on^Tttuil Cirtum\tanif or two I)/. Johnson 

Di^AR Sir, 

As other calls upon my pilgrimage in this woild have 
interrupted those weekly vojages ol discover) into green 
lanes and rustic houses of entertainment whu h you and T 
had so agreeably tomnidictd, I thought I could not do 
better than make you pai taker of my new journey, as f.ir as 
j)en and papei lould do it. You are llKrefore to look ujjon 
youiseif as ha\ing resohed to t ikr a walk of twi'niy or thiity 
miles into Surrey without knowing anything of the matter. 
You will have set out with us a fortnight ago, and will be kind 
enough to lake )our busts for chambermaids, and your musiL 
(which is not so easy) for the voices of stage-coachmen. 

Illness, you know, dots not liinder me fioni walking; 
neither does anxiety. On the contrary, the more 1 walk, 
the better and stouter 1 become; and I bthevc if cvciy!)ody 
were to regard the restlessness which anxiety createts as a 
signal from nature to get up and contend with it in that 
manner, people would find the benefit of it. I'his is more 
particularly the case if they arc lovers of Nature, as wlII as 
pupils of her, and have an eye for the beauties in which her 
visible world abounds ; and as I may claim the mciii of 
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loving her hcartil\, and e\cn of tracing my sufTeringi (when 
1 have them) to her cause, the latter are never so gnat but 
she repays me with some 8ense of sweetness, and leaves me 
a certain property in the delight of others, when I ha\e 
little of my own. 

“ Oil that I had the wings of a dove ! ” said *he royal 
poet; “then would I ll) away and be at rest.*' I believe 
tlieie are few peisun., who having felt sorrow, and anticipat- 
ing A journey not exactly towards it, have not partaken of 
this hinst ot ilu dcsiribility of reniuttness. A great deal 
of what we love in poetiy is founded upon it ; nor do any 
feel It with more passion, than tho c whose sense of duty to 
their fellow-crtatures will not allow them to regard retire- 
ment ah an) thing but a refrtbl ment between their tasks, and 
as a we<ilth of winch all ougl » to partake. 

Hut l)a\id sighed for remoteness, and not for solitude. 
At hast, if he did, the cares of the moment must have 
greatly ovei balanced the habits of the poet. Neither doves 
nor |)oet8 tan very well do without a companion. Be that 
as it mav, the writer of this ejnsilc, who is a still greater 
lovir of comjianionship than poetry (and he cannot express 
his liking more strongly) had not the misfortune, on the 
prehcnt occasion, of being compelled to do without it ; and 
as to remoteness, though his pilgrimage was to extend little 
Ix'jond twenty miles, he had not the less sense of it on that 
account. Remoteness is not how far you go in point oP 
ground, but how far you feel ) ourself from your common- 
places. Liural distance is indeed necessary in some 
degicc; but the quantity of it depends on imagination and 
the* nature of circumstances. The poc* 'wlio can take to his 
wings like a dove, and plunge into thi wood nearest him, is 
farther off, millions of miles, in ihw retreat of his thoughts, 
than the litcralist, who .^ast get to Johnny Groat’s in order 
to convince himself iha* is not in Edinburgh. 

Almost any companion would do, if we could not make 
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our choice, provided it loved us esnd was Kincere. A horse 
is good compny, li \ou have no other ; a d(»g ^till better. 
I ha\e often tliought that 1 could take a child by tlie hand, 
and walk with it day after day towaids the noith or tlie cast, 
a straight road, feeling as if it would lead into another world, 
“And ihinK ’twouLl lead to some Iniglu isle of rest ” 

But I should have to go back, to fetch some grown fnends. 

There were three of us on the picsent occasion, grown 
and young. We fx*gan hy taking the Dulwuh Mage fiom 
a house in h'leet Street, wdieie a drunken min came into 
the tap, and was very pious. He recited hymns; asked the 
landlady to shake hands with him ; w.^s foi making a sola 
of the counter, which she presented hy thiusiing his leg 
off with some indignation ; and being hindered in this piece 
of jollity, he sank on his knees to l)ray.

the way, when you were a hoy, did you not think tint 
the name of Sindbad was alkgorical, and nuani a man who 
had sinned very badly ? Does not every little boy think so ^ 
One docs not indeed, at that time of life, know very well 
what to make of the porter H'lndhad^ who rhymes to liim ; 
and 1 remember I was not pleased when 1 came to find 
out that Hind and Sind were component words, and meant 
Eastern and Western. 

The stage took us to the Greyhound at Dulwuh, where,

we left the iiin to pioKtd on our joiifnec. \Vc hail not 
been Dulwiih for maii\ vear., and wa-re surpi ised to find it 
Htil] so full of Mtis. It u/iitinues, at hast m ilie quarter 
ihrou/ji winch \se passed, to deseive the recommendation 
pjveii It by Ai nisiront’, of

lie wouKi lia\e added, bad he li\cd, now that art had 
I ome, i'\en to make ii beltei. It was w'ldi real piin, that 
two lo%eis of pamtini; were ol)li;;ed to co.’i'tt the walls of 
the eolle;;t witluuU seunj; the nailery : but we have vowed 
a |iilj',rimat;e veiv shortly to those remoter pl.ices, there to 
he found ; to wit, the larnlscapes of Claude and Cuyj>, and 
the houses of Kembraiidi ; and we shall make report of* it, 
to save our chaiacter. We know not w lieiluT it was the 
sultriness of the day, with occasional heavy clouds, but wc 
ihoupju the air of Dulwich too waini, oa! pronounce 1 i a 
place of sleepy luxuriance. So it jieared to us that 
mornin;; ; beautiful, however, an ‘ “ remote ’’ ; and the 
thoupjit of old Allen, Shakspearc’s playmate, made it still 
more so. 

I rcniemlKT, niy boyhood, seeing Sir Francis 
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Bourgeois (the In^queathcr of tlie Dulwich j>ictuics) in 
company with Mr, West, in the latter’s ;;.iller\ in Newman 
Street. He was in buckskins and hiH>ls, dandy dress of 
that time, and apiKMred a lively, i;ood-natuf eil man, with a 
pleasing countenance, probably liecause he said something 
pleasant of mvsclf; he confirmed it with an oath, which 
startled, but did not .dter this ojiinion. b \er alterwarils 1 
had an inclination to like his picture's, which 1 bellcvi* were 
not very good; arul iintoitiinatelv, with whatever gravity 
he might paint, his oath and his buckskins w'oiild nevei 
allow me to consuler him a seiioiis persem ; so that it 
Romewhat surprisi'tl me to heai that M. Desenfans hail 
iK'tjucathed him his galleiy <nit of piue teiMri! ; and sidl 
more that Sir b rancis, wiu n lu' liiiil, hail oidered his owm 
remains to lx* gathcied »o those of Ins benef.it lor and 
Madame De.sentans, and all tbrei- buned in the sot iety of 
the |)ictures they loved. I'or the first time, I began to 
think that his juctures must have contained more than was 
found in them, and that I had done wrong (.is it is 
customary to lio) to the gaiety of his manners. If there 
was vanity in the bequest, as some have thought, it was ,it 
least a vanity .iccomp.inieJ with touching circumstances and 
an ajqK'arance of a very soci.d t.iste ; and as most peoj»le 
have tiu’ir vanities, it might Ijc as well for them to think 
what sort of accomjianiments exalt or ilegratle theirs, or 
render them purely dull and selfish. As to the (iallery’s 
lx*ing “out of the way,” especially for students, I am of a 
different opinion, and for two reasons : first, that no 
gallery, w'hciher in or out of the way, can ever produce 
great artists, nature, and perhaps the very want of* a gallery, 
always settling that matter before galleries are thought of ; 
and, second, because in going to sec the pictures in a 
beautiful country village, jxoplc get out of their town 
common-places, and are better prepared for the j>ercej>tion 
of other beauties, and of the nature that makes them all.

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Hesicirs, there is probably something to pay on a jaunt of 
this kind, and yet of a different sort from payments at a 
door. '^riicrt* is no iilil^e^al demand at Dulwich for a 
liU-ral pleasure; hut then “the inn*' is inviting; people 
eat and drink, and get social ; and the warmth which 
dinner and a glass ddfusi-s, !ielj>s them to rejoice* doubly in 
the warmth of tlie sunshine and the pictures, and in the 
fame of the great and generous. 

Leaving, Dulwich foi Norwood (where wc rejoiced to 
hear that some of our old frientls tlic Gipsies were still 
extant), we found the air very refreshing as we ascended 
tow.ifds the church of the latter village. It is one of the 
dandy moiiein churches (for they deserve no belter name) "^ 
standing on an open hill, as if to he admired. Jt is pleasant 
to see churches instead of Methodist chapels, U'Cause any 
moderate religion has more of real Christianity in it, than 
contumelious ojiiniona of (»od and the next world; but 
there Is a want rif taste, of every sort, in these new 
churches, 'riiey are not picturesque, like the old onc«f 
they are not humhle ; they are not, what they are so often 
miscalliHl, classical. A harn is .i more classical building 
than a church with a fantastic steej)le to it. In fact, a barn 
is of tlte genuine classical sh.ipc, and only wants a stone 
covering, and pillars about it, to become a temple of Theseus. 
The classical shape is the shape of simple utility and beauty. 
Sometimes we see it in the body of the modern church ; 
but then a steeple must he put on it : tlie artist must have 
something of his owui ; and having, in fact, nothing of his 
own, he first puts a hit of a steeple, which he thinks will 
not be enough, then another bit, and then another ; adds 
another fantastic ornament here and dic.^e to hife building, by 
way of rim or “ border, like ’* ; and so, having put his 
pej>pcr-box over his p;!!.ars, and his pillars over his pepper- 
box, he pretends he ha*, done a grand thing, while he knows 
very well that he lias onl) been perplexed, and a bricklayer* 
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For a village, the old picturesque church is the proper 
thing, with Its tower and its trees, as at Hendon and 
Finchley ; or its spire, as at Beckenham. Classical iKMuty 
is one thing, Gothic or Saxon beauty is another , quite as 
genuine in its way, and in this instance more suitable. It 
has been well ul>scrved, tint what is cant'd clissical 
architecture, though of older date than the Gothic, really 
does not look so old — docs not so well convey the 
sentiment of antiquity ; th it is to say, the idtal associations 
of this world, however ancient, .ire fir surpisscd in the 
reach of ages by those of religion, and the pitnarchs ind 
another world; not to nuntion, that we have Ixen used to 
identify them with the visible old ige of our jiirCnts and 
kindred; and that Greek and Roiinn aic h.ttcturc, in its 
smoothness and ])olisli, his an unfading look of youth. It 
might he thought tint tlic erection of ntw churches on the 
classical principle (taking it for grinttd that, they remind us 
more of Greek and Romm tcm|>lis, than of tlicir own 
absurdity) would be favourable to the growth of Iilx'rality ; 
that, at least, liberality would not Ixr opjiostd by it ; whereas 
the preservation of the old style might tend to keep up old 
notions. We do not think so, < xcept inasmuch os the old 
notions would not be unfavour ible to the new. Niw 
opinions ought to be made to grow as kindly as possible out 
of old ones, and should preserve all that they contain of the 
affectionate and truly venerable. Wc could fancy the 
most liberal doctrines preached five hundred years hence in 
churches precisely like those of our ancestors, and their old 
dust ready to blossom into delight at the arrival of true 
Christianity. But these new, fine, hcartkss-looking, showy 
churches, neither one thing nor the other, have, to our 
eyes, an appearance of nothing but worldlincss and a job. 

We descended into Strcaiham by the lane leading to the 
White Lion ; the which noble beast, regardant, looked at us 
op the narrow passage, as if intending to dispute rather than 
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Invite our apjtroach to tiic castle of his hospitable proprietor. 
On goini; r*tarer, wo found that the grimness of his s^ipcct 
was purely in our imaginations, the Kiid lordly animal 
having, in fact, a countenance singularly humane, and very 
like a gentleman we knew once of the name of Collins. 

It not being within our ]>ian to acce])t Collin*: invitation, 
we turned to the left, and proceetltd down the \illage, 
thinking of Dr. .bihnson. Seeing, however, an aged land- 
lonl at the door, we slep|K*d back to ask him if he 
remembered ibr Doctor. He knew nothing of him, nor 
even of Mr. T'lirale, having come late, he said, to those 
|uris. Resuming our way, we saw, at the end of the 
\illag<*, a decent-looking old man, w'lih a sharp eye and a 
hale countenance, who, with an easy, self-satisfied air, as if 
he had woi ked enough in his time and was no longer 
under the necessity of over-troubling himself, sat indolently 
cracking stones in the road. We asked him if he knew 
Dr, dolinson ; and he ^ald, with a jerk-iip of his eye, Oh 
yes ; — I knew him well enough.** Sedating myself on one 
bide of his trench of stones, 1 proceeded to have that 
matter out with Master Whatman (for such w.a8 the name 
of my informant). His information did not amount to 
much, but it contained one or two points which I do not 
remember to have met with, and every addition to our 
knowledge of such a man is valuable. Nolxxiy will think 
it more so than yourself, who will certainly ye/irw over this 
part of my letter, and make much of it. The following U 
the sum total of what was related : — .Tohnson, he said, wore 
a silk waistcoat embroidered with silver, and all over snuff. 
The snud' he carried loose in his naisicoat pocket, and 
would take a handful of it out w.th one hand, and help 
himself to it witii the other, lie would sometimes have 
his dinner brought olu to him in the park, and set on the 
ground ; and whili \w was waiting for it, would lie idly, 
and cut the gratis with a knife. His manners were very 
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good-natured^ and sometimes so childish, that [>€0[)lc would 
have*^taken him for *'an idiot, like/’ liis \oice was 
**low/’--*‘ Do you mean low in a grurt stnsc ^ “ No . 

it was rather feminine/* — Then {>erha|)S, in one sense of 
the word, it was high ^ ” — “Yes, it w is/' “And 
gentle?” —“Yes, \try gentle'”- ( 1 ^ 1115 , of course, was 
to people in general, and to the \illigers. Whin he 
dogmatised, it became wh.it Lord Pembroke tailed a 
**l)ow-wow/’ The late Mr. huseli told us the same thing 
of Johnson’s voice, we mean, that it was “high,” in 
contradistinction to a bass voice.) To proceed witli our 
village htstori.in. Our inform int recurred several times to 
the childi&h manners of Johnson, saying th it he often 
apj>earcd “ quite simjile,” “just like a child,” “almost 
foolish, like.” When he wilkcd, he always stemed in a 
hurry. His walk w.i8 “between a run and a shufHe.” 
Master Whatman was here painting a good portrait. 1 
have often suspected that the best likeness of lohnson w is 
a whole-length engraving of him, walking in Scotland, with 
that joke of his underneath, about the stick thit he lost in 
the isle of Mull. Boswell told him the stick would 
be returned. “No, sir,” replied he, “ consufer the value 
of such a pie<c of Umber here^^^ The m inner of his walk in 
the picture is precisely that dcscrilx d by the villigcr. 
Whatman concluded, by giving his opinion of Mrs. Thralc, 
which he did in exactly the following words: — “She 
gathered a good deal of knowledge from him, but does not 
seem to have turned it to much account.” Wherever you 
now go about the country, you recognise the effects of 
that ** Twopenny Trash,” which the illiberal affect to fiold 
in such contempt, and are really so afraid of. They have 
reason ; for people now canvass their pretensions in good 
set terms, who would have said nothing but “ Anan ^ ” to 
a question thirty years back. Not that Mr. Whatm.in dis- 
cuued politics with us. Let 00 magnanimous Quarterly 
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Reviewer try to get him turncii out of a pliicc on that 
score. We arc s|»c ikinf» of thi |)C.i8antry at larger ao4 
then, nut merely of ]>olitic » but of questions of all sorts 
interestin'; to liumanii) , which the \cry clowns now discuss 
by tilt roadside, to an exunt at wliuh their former leaders 
would not dart to discuss tiit m. 'J’his is one reason, among 
utlur», why knowlttigc must go on \icioriou8ly. A real 
/tal for tile tiuth can discuss an> thing , slaver) can only 
g,o tin length of its chain. 

In qurtting Sircathini, wt met a lad) on horseback, 
actomjiinHd by three curs ind i tootinan, which a milk- 
nun fatttiuU’^U Urnud i footmin and “three outriders.*' 
1 nttring Mitcham b) the grten wlurt the v j>l i) at cricket, 
wi tiotictd i f»icttv, moduitc -si/td hou-.c, with the largest 
gu iniums I rowing on t u li »idi of tlic dooi that we ever 
Ulnld in tint situition. Miulnm itminde'd me of its 
neighbour, Merton, ind of thedi\s of mv childhood; but 
vu could not go out of our w u to see it. There was the 
littU rivtr Wandlt, howe\<r, turning a mill, and floyying 
betwicn flowery me idows. 'riu nnil was tint of a coj)|>er 
inanufactoi at which the {icoph work night as well as 
da), one hilt taking the duties alicrmtcl). The reason 
gi\tn for this IS, that by night the river, not being intcr- 
rujiied b) other demands uj>on it, works to better advantage. 
The epiilut of “flowery** apjdieel to the district, is no 
poetical licence. In the fields about Mitcham they culti- 
vate heibs for the apothecaries ; so that in the height of the 
season, )e>u walk as in the i!!l)sian fields, 

“ In yellow meads of sspfi >dtl. 

And amaranthine becurs '* 

Apothecaries* Hall, I undersund, is entirely supplied with 
this pe>ctical part of in* dicmc from some acres of ground 
belonging to Majo Mooi . A beautiful bed of poppies, us 
we entered Morden, glowed in the setting tun, like the 
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dreamfl of Titian. It looked like a bed for Proserpina — a 
glow of melancholy beauty, containing a joy perhaps Ivyond 
joy. Poppies, with their dark ruby cups and crowned 
heads, the more than wine colour of ilieir sleepy silk, and 
the funeral look of their anthers, seem to have a me.ining 
about them beyond other flowers. They look as if they 
held a mystery at their hearts, like sleeping kings of 
Lethe. 

The church of Mitcham has been rebuilt, if I recollect 
rightly, but in the proper old style. Morden has a good 
old church, which tempted us to look into the chiiicliy.ird ; 
but a rich man who lives near it, and who did not choose 
his house to lie appruaclied on that side, had locked up the 
gate, so that there was no path through it, except on Sun- 
days. Can this lx* a lawlul exercise of power ? If jieople 
have a right to call any path their own, 1 should think it 
must be that which leads to the graves ot their fatheis and 
mothers ; and next to their right, such a path is the right 
of the traveller. The traveller may l>c in some measure 
regarded as a reprcscntati\e of wandering humanity. He 
claims relationship with all whom he finds attached to a 
place in idea. He and the dead arc at once in a place, and 
apart from it. Setting aside this remoter sentiment, it is 
surely an inconsiderate thing in any man to shut up a 
churchyard from the villagers ; and should these pages 
meet the eye 'of the person in question, he is recommended 
to think better of it. Possibly 1 may not know the whole 
of the case, and on that account, though not that only, I 
mention no names ; for the inhabitant with whom 1 talked 
on the subject, and who regarded it in the same light, 
added, with a candour becoming his objections, that “ the 
gentleman was a very good-natured gentleman, too, and 
kind to the jKior.” How his act of power squares with 
his kindness, 1 do not know. Very good-natured fx^ople 
are sometimes very fond of having their own way ; but this 



IB a moile of inciulj^ing it, which a truly generous person, I 
should think, will, on rclicction, bt* glad to give up. Such 
a man, I am sure, can afford to concede a point, where 
otliers, wIkj tlo not dfserve the character, will try hard to 
retain every little jiroot of their imj»oriancc. 

On the steps of tlie Ci^-orge Inn, at Morden, the rustic 
mn of a hamlet, stood a personage much grimmer than the 
Winie Lion of Streatharn ; looking, in fact, with his fiery 
vyvHt his U ak, and his old mouth and chin, very like the 
<:oik,or “ gnm leoun,'* of CIiauiXT. He was tall and thin, 
with a fl.tj»|n-d liat o\ei his eyes, and aj'peared as sulky and 
divsaiisfied as it In Ijad cju.irielled with the whole world, 
the e\ciseman in paiticular. We asked him if he could let 
us liave some tea. lie said, “ Ves, he behexed so ; and 
pointed with an indifferent, or rather hostile air, to a room 
at tlie side, whi^ ii we enteied. A buxom good-natured 
girl, with a scjuint, that w.is be^luhing after the moral 
dif'oimity of our iVlerul’s \isare, seived us up tea; and 
“tea, sir,’* as.Iohnson might have said, “ inspires placidiiy.^\ 
The room was ailorned with some engravings after Smirke, 
the subjects out of Shaks|ieare, which never look so well, I 
think, as when thus encountered on a journey. Shakspeare 
is in llie highway of life, with extjuisiie side-touches of the 
remoteness of the poet ; and nobody links all kindly together 
as he does. 

We afierwanls found in conversing with the villager 
above-mentioned, that our host of the (»eorge had got rich, ^ 
and was prej)aring to quit for a new house he had built, in 
which lie meant to turn gentleman farmer. Habit r.tde ;< 
him dislike to go; pride and his w:‘e (who vow^ shcj 
would go whether he did or not) r*. dered him unable to; 
stay ; and so between his grudging the new-comer and the ^ 
old rib, he was in a.s pretty a state of irritability as any , 
iucccssful non-8Ucc< * dcr need be. People had been galling 
him all^day, I su])po8e, with showing how many pots of ^0..^ 



iR^ould be drunk under tite new tenant ; and oui arrival 
crowned the measure ot his receipts and his wretchedness 
by intimating that “ gentlefolks intended to come to tea. - - 
Adieu, till next week. 

Wc left Mot den after ten, and proceedeil on our road 
for Fpsom. The landscape continued liar but luxuriant. 
Y^ou are sure, I In-Iicve, ot trees in Surre*\, except on the 
downs ; and they are surrounded with woi»il, and often 
ha\e iKMiititul clum]>s of it. The sun began to set a little 
after we had got beyond the Post-house; and \ias the 
largest 1 remenilx*i to have seen. It looked throuid> In ilges 
of elms .ind wiKl roses; the mowers were going Ironie ; 
and by degiees the landscape was bathed in a h.ilniy 
twilight. Patient and jdacid thougjit succeedul. It was 
an hour, and a scene, in which one would suppose that the 
weariest-laden pilgrim must feel his burden easier. 

About a mile from Pwell a post-chaise overtook and 
passed us, the driver of which was seated, and had taken 
up an eleemosynary girl to sit with him. Postillions run 
along a road, conscious of a ])retty power in that way, and 
able to select sonic fair one, to whom they gallantly make a 
present of a ride. Not having a fare of one sort, they make 
it up to themselves by taking another. You may Iv pretty 
iurc on these occasions, that there is nobody “ hid in their 
vacant interJunar chaise. So taking pity on my com- 
panions (for after I am once tired, I seem as if I could go 
OD, tired for ever), I started and ran after the charioteer. 
Some good-natured peasants (they all appear such in this 
county) aided the shouts which 1 sent after him. lie 
•topped ; and the gallantry on both sides was rewarded by 
the addition of two females to his vehicle. We were soon 
through Ewell, a pretty neat-looking place with a proper 
old church, and a handsome house opposite, new but in the 
old ftyle. The church has trees by it, and there was a 
llioon over them. — At Ewell was boro the facetious Bishop

At Lpsom we sujiped and slept , and flndiog the inn 
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comfortahle, and h:i\ InR sonic work to do, wc stopped there 
a day or two. Do you not like those solid, wainscotted 
rooms in old houses, with seats in the windows, and no 
pretension hut to comfort ? They please me cxccedinj^ly- 
Thcir merits arc eomjdete, it ilie houses are wide aiui low, 
and situate in a spot at onee woody and dry. Wood is not 
to be esjKVted in a hijdi street ; but the house (the Klne\ 
Hoad) was of this ilescription ; and h‘|>som its«-lf is in a 
nCvSt of trees. Ne\i morning on looking; out of the 
window, we found ourseUes in a proper eounirv town, 
rem.irkably neat, the houses not oKl enougli to be ruinouH, 
nor yet to ha\c lH*en exchanged lor new ones of a Loniion 
cliaracter. Opj.osite us was tlu* w.iirh-liouse with the 
niaikei-elock, ami a pond which is said to eontain gohl 
and silver llsh. How those deluate little creatures came 
to inhabit a pond in tlic middle of a town 1 c.innol say. 
One fancies they must liavc U’cn put in by the fantastic 
hand of some fine lady in the davs of Charles the Second ; 
for this jiart of the country is eminent in the annals of 
gaiety. Charles used to come to the races here ; tlie 
palace of Nonesuch, which he gave to Lady Castleiiiain, is 
a few miles oH ; arul here he viMtetl the genirv in the 
neighlxiurhood. At Ashteil Park, close by, and still in 
possession of inheritors of tlie name of llow.ird hy mar- 
riage, he visited Sir RoUrt Howartl, the brother-in-law of 
Dryden, who probably used to come there also. 'Fhey 
preserved there till not long ago the table at which the king 
dined. 

This Ash ted is a lovely spot,— -both park and village. 
The village, or railier hamlet, is on the road to I^eather- 
hcad ; so indeed is the park ; but the mansion is out of 
sight ; and near the mansion, and in the ver) thick of the 
park and the trees, with the deer running alKuit it, is the 
village church, small, old, and picturesque, a little stone 
tower ; and the churchyard, of projiortionate dimensions, U 
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bcRidc It. When 1 first siw it, looking with its pointed 
windows throuj;h tht trees, the surprise ujs beautiful.

Tht next s^p IS to the I’asti \ -cook’s, whcie the plain 
bun IS still the phasintest thin; in our eyes, from its 
respect lb lit v m tliosc of tlnldhocKl. d'he pisti\, less 
patronised by ludu ions mothers, is only so much tlepint in- 
digestion ytt It IS not eisy to forget the jiltasure of niblding 
away the crust di rouiul i ru|>btrry or Luriant t irt, in order 
to enjoy the dirte or four tlclicious semi-circul ir bitis it 
the fruity plenitude remaining. Tht re is a custard with 
a wall of juste round it, which jirovokcs a siege of this 
kind; and the checsc-cakc his its amenities of ajquoKli. 
The acid flacoui is a relief to the mawkislmess of the hifhn 
or pressed baked a])plc, and an addition to the gliU «in(l 
quivering lightness of the jelly. Twelfth Cake, which 
when cut looks like the side of a rich j)it of ci th covered 
with snow, is pleasant from warmer associations. Confec- 
tionary does not seem in the same request as of old ; its 
paint has hurt its reputation. Yet the school-boy has still 
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much to say for its humbler snaTities. Kisses are very 
amiable and allegorical. Eight or ten of them, judiciously 
wrapped up in pieces of letter-paper, have saved many a 
loving heart the trouble of a less eloquent billet-douit. 
Candid citron wc look upon to be the very acme and 
atticism of confectionary grace. Preserves are too much of 
a good thing, with the exception of the jams that retain 
their fruit-skins. “ lam satis.’* They qualify the cloying. 
Yet marmalade must not be passed over in these times, when 
It has fxtn raised to tht dignity of the peerage. The other 
day there was a Duke of Marmalade in Hayti and a Count 
of I A monadc so called, from places in which those eminent 
rtlishcs arc manufactured. After all, we must own that 
rhere is but one thing for whu h we care much at a pastry- 
cook’s, cxcejit our old acquaintance the bun ; especially as 
wc can take up that, and go on. It is an ice. Fancy a 
very hot day ; the blinds down, the loungers unusually 
languid ; the pavement burning one’s feet ; the sun, with a 
strong outline in the street, baking one whole side of it like 
a hnck-kiln ; so that cverylwdv is crowding on the other, 
except a min going to intcicept a creditor bound for the 
Continent. Then think of a heaped-up icc, brought upon a 
salver with a spoon. What statesman, of any warmth of 
imagination, would not jurdon the Neapolitans in summer, 
for an insurrection on account of the want of ice ? Thint 
of the first sidelong dip of the spoon in it, bringing away a 
wtll-sliccd lumj) ; then of the sweet wintry refreshment, 
that goes lengthening down one’s throat; and lastly, pf the 
sense of power and satisfaction resulting from having haJL 
the ICC. 

*(Not heaven itself can do away that lire;

Wc unaccountably orr acd two excellent shops last week, 
— the fruiterer’s and 'he ..'‘ulptor’s. There is great beauty 
well as agreeablentdS in a well-disposed fruiterer’s window**. 
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Here are the round piled-up oranges, deepening almost into 
ted, and heavy with juice ; the apple with its brown-red 
Ohcek, as d it had slept in the sun; the pcir, swelling 
downwards , thronging gra{>C8, like so many tight little bags 
of wine; the ])cach, whose handsome leathern coat htri)>s 
off 80 finely; the pcaily or ruby-liki currants, heaped in 
light long baskets ; the red little mouthful of strawberries ; 
the larger purple ones of plums, cherries, whose old com- 
parison with lips IS better than anything new, mulberries, 
dark and rich with juice, fit to grow over what Homer 
calls the deep black-watered fountains, the swelling pomp 
of melons , the rough inexoiable-looking cocoa-nut, milky 
at heart; the elaborate elegance of wilnuts , the qiiiint 
cashoo-nut , almonds, figs, r iisins, tamarinds, green leaves, 
— in short,

There is something of more refined service in waiting 
upon a lady in a fruit-shop, than in a pastry-cook’s. Tiic

in company with “Madam Reeves”), is “no inelegant 
pleasure , ” but there is something still more graceful and 
suitable in the choosing of the natural fruit, with its rosy 
lips and red cheeks. A white hand looks better on a 
basket of plums than in the doubtful touching of syj-upy 
and sophisticated ])abtry. Thee is less of the kitchen 
about the fair visitor. She is more Pomona-like, native, 
4 Uid to the purpose* We help her, as we would a local 
deity.

In tlic windows of some of the sculjnors* shops artificial 
fruit may Ix! seen. It is a better thing to put upon a mlmtel- 
pieec than many articles of greater fashion; but it gives an" 
alwminablc sensation to one’s imaginary teeth. I'hc in- 
cautious epicure who plunges his teeth into “ a painted snow- 
ball ’* in Italy (see Hry done’s lour in Suily and Alalta)^ 
can hardly receive so jarring a balk to his gums, as the hare 
apprehension of a bite at a stone j)each . but the farther you 
go in a sculjitor’s shop the better. “^lany persons are not 
aware that there are sliow-rooms in these places, which arc 
well worth getting a sight of by some small purchase. For 
the best plaster cast^ die Italian shops, such as Papera’s in 
Marylcbone Street, Golden Square, and Sarti’t in Greek 
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Street^ are the best. Of al! the shop-plcjsures that are 
“not an hour or t\io jussetl in i place of this 

kind 18 8 urel> one of tlic most polite. Here arc the j;ods 
and hcroeo ot old, and iht nioic IxmtlKcnt philosopheis, 
ancient and modern. You aie looked u|>on, as \oii nalk 
amonj; them, ov the juu nil majtbtv ol Jupiter, the force 
and dtci ion of Mintr\a, the still moie urcstinj; penile iut»s 
ol Venus, the budding compactness of lleU, the hre iilnn^ 
in'»f)iration of ^\pol o. Here the Celestial Venus, nikcd in 
heart nd b^d\, ties up her Kicks, her di ij>try han|inp, upon 
he* lower Imih . Ileie the IKUivitre A|»olIo, bieathinj;

shaft tl it lus killed the serpent. Here the Ciraces, linked 
in in ithtMonue prouj , meet sou in the niked since nty of 
their innocence* and peneroMt), their hinds “ojicn as ila>/' 
ind iwn id\ incini, for one receding Heie Iliicules, like 
the huildin^; of a nun, looks down from his projipmft club, 
as if h ilt-dis ’ nniin; e\en that njKise. 'I'hcit Meuury, 
with hib h^jhi hml s, seems )ust to touch the ground, ready 
to gi\e a start with his foot and U off agiin. Bjvchus, 
with his riper cheek aid lus ihickei hinging locks, appears 
to he eseiii” one of Ins rnmphs, 'I'lic Vatic in Apo!l»> near 
him, ie in^ upon the stump of a tree, the* hind wlncii hangs 
upon It holding a hit of Ins Ijie, the other .irm thrown up 
over hib lie ad, is if he felt the air ujion his hod), and heard 
It sinking through the strings. In a corner on aneithci 
side, is the Crouching Venus of lohn of Bologn i, shrink- 
ing just Ixfore she steps into the hith. The* Dancing 
Faun is not far off, with his animil sjurits, and the Piping 
Faun, sedater bee i use he possesses an art more aeCbm- 
plished. Among the* other elivinitics, we look uji with 
veneration to old Homer’s head, resembling an eirtlily 
Jupiter. Plato beholds us with a bland dignity a be luty 
unimpairabie by years. How different from the brute 
impulse of Mars, the bloated self-will of Nero, or the dull 
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and literal effeminacy of som^ of the other emperors! 
There is a sort of presence in sculpture more than in any 
other rejjresent.tnons of art. It is curious to see how 
instinctively people will fall into this sentiment when they 
come into a plat e with busts and statues in it, however 
common. ^I'he) liush, as if the imav^cs could hear them. 
In our boyhood, of our most deli^^htful Jiolitlays were 

sjH-nl in the j’alleiy of the late Mr West, in Newman 
vStreet. It fun;, a p.ood wav back from the street, crossing 
a small gsirden, and opening into loftier rooms on the other 
side of it. We reniemlvct how tlie woiM u^>ed to seem shut 
out fiom us tin* moin»*nt the street door was closed, and wc 
U'gan Mej)j ing down thoNC long^carpeted aisie^ of pictures, 
with statues in the angles where lliey turned. We lad 
observed everylxuly walk dour them in this way, like the 
mild }»ossessor of the mansion, and we went so likewise. 
We have waUcvl down with him at night to his painting- 
room, .IS he uv nt in his white flannel gown, with a lamp in 
his hand, which shot a lustrous twilight u[>on the pictured 
walls in passing; and everything looked so quiet and grace- 
ful, that we should have thought it sacrilege to hear a souml 
beyond tlu* hglit treail of his tooisic}>s. I’ut it was the 
statues that impressed us still more than the pictures, ft 
seemed as it Venus and Ajollu wailed our turning at the 
corners ; and there they W'ere, always the s.mie, placid and 
intuitive, more liuman and bodily than the paintings, yet too 
divine to In* over real. It is to that house with the gallery 
in vpiestion, and the little green plot of ground, surrounded 
with an arcade and busts, that we owe the greatest part of 
our love for what is It.ilian and bclon"’s to the fme iris. 
And if this is a j>lcce of private hist .y, with which the 
readers have little to tio, they will i -vusc it for the sake of 
tlic greatest of all excuse, which is Love. 
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Smokint. h:i5 had its vicissitudrs, as wrll as oilier t.ishions. 
In 1' ii/al)ftli’s day, uhen it fust came up, it was a hij*,h 
accciinpliHliment : James (wlio liked it none the better for 
ilR lieinji of K:ilcipJi*R invention) indignantly refused it the 
light of his couiilenance : in Charles’s time it was dashed 
out by the cannon ; lips h id no leisure for it under Charles 
the Second : the clubs and the Dutch brought it back again 
with King Willnim : it prevailed more or less during the 
reign of the first two (>corges ; grew thin, and died away 
under Gcoige the 'I'hlnl ; and has lately reappeared, with 
a flourish ot l’urki%h ]>ipes, and through the milder medium 
of the cigar, under the auspices of his successor. 

riie last smoker I recollect among iliosc of the old 
school, was a clergyman. He had seen the best society, 
and was a man of the most polished behaviour.

1 have a Ktler ta.^te in mor- 
tality than that ; het I think 1 could dioj> off with a decent 
comjjronnse between tliought and torgetfulness, sitting witii 
my jiipe hy a fireside, in an old tlbuw-ehair.

Studious men aie subject to a work- 
ing and fermenting of thought, when tiieir nicdit itions 
would tain Ik* over: tliey cannot always cease meditating.

8 and the wits, so 1 can never rilled, witli- 
out imjiaiiince, that there are no such meetings nowadays, 
and no coffee-room that looks as if it would suit them. 
People confine themselves too n»uch to their [ ews and 
boxes. In foinier times there was a more huni.ine open- 
ness of intercourse. Different parties had indeed their 
respective places of resort ; a natural consequence of j>oIi- 
^ tics, perhaps of letters ; but this prevented ungraceful 
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quamU. Hostility might get in, but was obliged to 
behave itbclf. Dry den, wlio was the object of attack to 
an increasing horde of scribblers, was never insulted in his 
cofliec-house. I vtn the bra\o8 of Lord Rochester, or 
whoever it wis tliat had him u a) laid in Hose Alley, did 
not venture to disturb the |)cacc of his svmpoDiurn. The 
room in which he sat la described as open to all comers, 
and he occupied a prominent part in it. In winter a place 
was sacred for him at the fireside. 

I confifis, if I were a uit, 1 would rithcr have a room 
to myself and fiu nds. 1 should like to be public only in 
my books. But this is a tiste originating in the times. 
Diydcn was a modest man in his intr rcourse ; and was 
never chaigtd, I Ix'lieve, an ong all the accu^itions of 
vanity brought agiinst him, of licing the viintr for frequent- 
ing a toffte-toom. Being a lover of wits, I should like 
to hcc the times alter in this rojKct, and tl t great men of 
all parties liecome visible. But where could they he so? 
Where could the pleasant fellows imong our existing 
Whigs and 'Lories take up one of their rcsjicctive taber- 
nacles, ami make a religion of our going to hear them, 
and aspiring to a pinch out of their snuff-boxes ? I was 
thinking of this, as I jiassed through Convent Garden the 
other evening. Above all, said 1, where could we have 
the whole warmth of the intercourse revived, the Spectator's 
tobai co-pi|>c and all, cspeeiallv when it is no longer the 
fashion to drink wine ^ It would take a great deal to fetch 
Englishmen again out of thcMr boxes. They do not allow 
smoking in the best cofTce-houses ; and where they do. oO 
many other things .ire allowed, that n > gentleman would 
rcnuin. Win re shall I pkice my igimr> coterie, and 
fancy myself listening to tlic Drydens and Addisons of the 
day i It is the fashion now for your wilder writers in 
magazines to patronis* or pretend to patronise, some house 
of call, or vociferation, the mediocnty of which shall givc^ 
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them an air of vigour and defiance in ihc pitromge, and 
prove them men of onginility. There is something 
pleasant in this where it not an afiectation of supcnoritv 
to prejadiLC, arising out of an absolute sense to the con- 
trary» and betnying itself b\ a tone ol bulhing. But real 
or not, and with all m) regird for those honest houses, 
where the only sophisticate thing m the present c of some of 
tluir pimgvribts, tht\ will not do for the purpose lx fore 
us. Due IS mv consideration for iht “ Dog md the Coal- 
hole , ** pun^’cnt mv sense of the “ Cheshire Cheese ** the

Ih'sides, a 
cigar is the niil(le*.i as well as most fashjonabh* lorm ol 
tobacco-taking; and as it is no longer the mode to drink 
wine, wine is not sought after.** “ '^riiai is all very good 
for you ; but for me, who have been casting a wistiul eyi*, 
as 1 came along, at the old haunts of Sir Roger and Ins 
friends, 1 coniess it is a drawlxuk on a certain tancy 1 had, 
when I first came in. However, we mu>t conader wh.ii 
Steele and Addison would have liked li id ilu y lived now, 
and witnes.scd the effect of the Spcct.itors of otlier men. 
It is they that have helped to ruin their own pijies and 
wine, and given us a greater taste for literature .ind domes- 
ticity ; and I comfort myself with concluding iliat they 
would have come here, at lca.st iiftcr their bottle, to take 
their coffee and look over your papers and magazines. 
There he sits, over the way, — Steele, 1 mean, the man 
with the short face ; for I perceive there is wit at <hat 
table. Opposite him is Addison, in black, looking sonic- 
f thing like a master in chancery. The handsome man, 
always on the giggle, must be Rowe ; and the other one, an 
officer, is Colonel Brett. But who is this tall formal 
jierBODage coming up? Look at him, — the very man, 

M 
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Ambrose Phillips. Who would think that his muse was 
little dancer in octosyllables, — a dandlcr of young ladies of 
quality ? 

Mine host left me alone to comjdcte my initiation. 
Another cup of coffee was brought me, and five several 
publications ; to wit, a newspaper, a twojK'nny sheet, a 
number to be continued, a magazine, and a re\icw ; for I am 
fond of ha\ing too manv books at on^e. I looked over 
these, and then, contented with tlie power to read them 
further, continued giving bland puffs to my cigar, and 
s])Ciulatmg around me. The conicrsations were maintained 
in very quiet and gentlemanly tones : now and then was 
heard the sound of a leaf turning over ; sometimes a hem, 
consequential or otherwise ; my own puffs were always 
distingjishablc to myself ; and it intervals I could discern 
those of others, and hear the social crackling of the fire. 
No noisy altercation here ; no sandnl floors or cold feet ;

It 
was a complete thir.^ . u * thing excepted : but — she’s at 
Paris. 1 dined, I will not say how early ; but took only % 
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couple glasses of wine, which will retric\c my character 
on that point. I then made tour of the boolw-sialls, at 
Co\ent-Gardch ; bought some comedies and a Catullus , 
went to the theatre, and saw Der hrtjscliut/ and Charles 
the Second ; re-issued from among the pcrulves, with a 
gallant sense about my head and shoulders, as if 1 c lined 
one m)belf; went and settled my iae ultie^s o\ or a lupof the 
New Monthly at Gliddon’s ; got home by ele\en (lor 1 
would not go to a party where she was not) ; and fell to 
sleep at the words “ Lulling hope,*^ in a song I am 
writing. 




Writers, wc think, might oftcncr indulge themstlvcs ip 
direct picture-making, that is to saj, in detached sketchcfl 
of men and tilings, which should be to manners^ what thos^ 
of Theophrastus are to character. 

Painters do not always think it n^' ^sary to paint epicsj 
or to fill a room with a senes of * cturcs on one subject 
They deal sometimes i'' single figures and groups; and 
often exhibit a profoi ndi' r feeling in these little concen^ 
trations of their art, than in subjects of a more numeroi^ 
116 ^ 
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leacription. Their gusto^ perhaps, is less likely to be lost, 
>n that very account. They are no lonj^cr Sultans in a 
leraglio, but lovers with a favourite mistress, retired and 
ibsorbed. A Madonna of Correggio’s, the Bath of Michael 
fltngelo, the Standard of Leonardo da Vinci, Titian’s 
Mistress, and otlier single subjects or groups of the great 
nasters, are acknowledged to l>e among their greatest per- 
brniances, some of them their gieatest of all. 

It is the same witli music. 0\crtiues, which .are sup- 
X)scd to make allusion to the whole progress of the story 
,hcy precede, .ire not always the best productions of the 
nastcr ; still Icsb are choruses, and quintetts, and other 
sicces invoking a multiplicity of actors. The oterture to 
Mo/art’s Fluic {'/.imhajl att') is worthy of the title 

>f the ]»iecc ; it is truly cnch.inting ; but what ate so in- 
:cnse, in ilieir way, as the duct of the two h.vers, v7/> /Vr- 
JonOf- or the laughing trio in ('ojt Fitn I'uttCy —or that 
passionate serenade in Don Oiovanni, Dih virni tilla JineUniy 
Hrhich breathes the \ery soul of relln'd sensuality ' 'fhe 
i’allant is before you, with his mandolin anil ins cap and 
feather, taking ) lace of the nightingale for that amorous hour ; 
ind you feel that the 8ound-» must inevitably draw bis mistress 
to the window. Their intcnscncss even renders them pathetic; 
ind his heart seems in c.irnest, hecausi* his senses arc. 

Wc do not mean to say, that, in proportion as the work 
is large and the subject numerous, the merit may not be the 
greater if all is good. ILiphacPs Sacrament is a greater 
work than his Adam and Eve ; but his 'IVansfiguration 
would still have been the finest picture in the world, had 
the second group in the foreground been away; nay,*the 
latter is supposed, and, wc think, with justice, to injure 
its effect. We only say that there are times when the 
humerousness may scatter the individual gusto ; — that the 
greatest possible feeling may be proved without it ; — and, 
thove ail, returning to our more immediate subject, that 
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writcFH, like painters, may sometimes have leisure for ex- 
cel lent detached pieces, when they want it for larger pro- 
ductions. Here, then, is an opportunity for them. Let 
them, in their intervals of history, or, if they want time for 
it, give us j>ortraits of humanity. People lament that Sappho 
did not write more: but, at any latc, her two odes are 
worth twenty epics like Tryphiodorus. 

But, in portraits of this kind, writing will also have a 
great advantage ; anti may avoid what seems to be an in- 
evitable stumbling-block in paintings of a similar description. 
Between the matter-of-fact works of the Dutch artists, and 
the subtle compositions of Hogarth, there seems to be a 
medium reserved only for the })cn. The writer only can 
tell you all he means, can let you into his whole mind and 
intention. The moral insinuations of the painter arc, on the 
one hand, apt to be lost for want of distinctness ; or tempted, 
on the other, by their visible nature, to put on too gross a 
shajic. If he leaves his meanings to be imagined, he may 
unfortunately speak to unimaginative sjiectaiors, and generally 
does ; if he wishes to explain himself so as not to be mis- 
taken, he will paint a set of comments upon his own incidents 
and characters, rather than let them tell for themselves. 
Hogarth himself, for instance, who never does anything 
without a sentiment or a moral, is too apt to ]>erk them both 
in your face, and to l^e over-redundant in his combinations. 
His persons, in many instances, seem too much taken away 
from their proper indifference to effect, and to be made too 
much of conscious agents and joint contributors. He 

o'er-informs his tenements.” His very goods and chat- 
tels arc didactic. He makes a capiul '■eniark of a cow's 
horn, and brings up a piece of cannon in aid of a satire on 
vanity.^ It is the writer only wl j, without hurting the 

^ See the cannon going orf in the turbulent portrait of a General 
Officer, and the cow's i'ead toming just over that of the citizen 
who it walking with nit wife. 
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most delicate propriety of the representation, can leave no 
doubt of all his intentions, —who can insinuate his object, in 
two or three words, to the dullest conception ; and, m con- 
versing with the most foreign minds, tak.e a wav all the 
awkwardness of interpretation. What painting guns in 
universality to the eye, it loses by an inllnitc propoition in 
power of suggestion to the understanding. 

There is something of the sort of sketches we are re- 
commending in Sterne : but Sterne had a general connected 
object belorc him, of which the parts apparently detached 
were still connecting links: and while he also is apt to 
overdo his subject like Hogarth, is infiniielv less various 
and powerful. The greatest master of detached portrait is 
Steele : but his pictures too form a sort ol link in a chain. 
Perhaps the completcst specimen of what we mean in the 
English languige is Shenstone’s ** School-Mistress,*^ by far 
his best production, and a most natural, t|uict, and touching 
old dame.— But what ^ Are we leaving out Chauierl 
Alas, wc thought to l>e doing something a little original, 
and find it all existing alreid\, and in unrivalled ])^rfcc- 
tion, in his portraits of the Canteiburv Pilgrims • Wc can 
only dilate, and vary upon hi» princij»lc. 

But we are making a very important jircface to what ni.iy 
turn out a very trilling 8ul>|cct, and must reejuest the reader 
not to be started at the homely specimen we arc alxiut to 
give him, after all this gravity of recommendation. Not 
that we would apologise for homeliness, as homeliness. 
The beauty of this unlimited power of suggestion in wilting 
is, that you may take up the driest and most commonjilace 
of all possible subjects, and strike a light out of it to wnrm 
your intellect and your heart by. The fastidious habits of 
polished life generally incline us to reject, as incapable of 
interesting us, whatever does not present itself in a grace- 
ful shape of its own, ai.d a ready-made suit of ornaments. 
But some of the plainest weeds become beautiful under the 
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microscopf. It is tlu btnc^oltnt , revision of mture, that in

I’his is the chief moment of 
enjoyment, ’^riiey ha\e just laboured enough to make the 
tea and bread and butter welcome, .ire at an interesting 
j)oint of the conveisation, (for there tlicy contrive to leave 
oti on jmipose), and so down they sit, f.itigiied and happy, 
with their red elbows and while corrugated fingeis, to a 
tub turned upside down, and a dish of good Christian 
souchong, fit for a body to drink. 

We could dwell a good deal upon this point of time, but 
shall only admonish the fastidious reader, who thinks he has 
all the taste and means of enjoyment f ; himself, how 
looks with scorn upon two persons, v <» are |)crhaps at tiiis 
moment the happiest couple of huma . beings in the street,— 
who have discharged th* duty, have earned their enjoy- 
ment, and have health i..d spirits to relish it to the full. 
A washerwoman’s tap of ita may vie with the first drawn 
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cork at a bon-vivant*s table, anJ the coni])]acent opening; of 
her snulf-box with that of the most triumphant politician 
over a scheme of partition. VVe say nothing, of the con- 
tinuation of their labours, of the scandal they resume, or the 
complaints they pour forth, tv hen they first set ort a^ain in 
the indolence of a satisfied appetit<‘, at the quantity of work 
which the mistress ot the house, abo\c all other mistresses, 
is sure to lieap upon them. Scandal and complaint, in these 
instances, do not hint llie coniplaceiu v ofour reflections; they 
arc in their proper sphere; and are nothing but a ])<irt, as it 
were, of the da\’s work, and arc so much vent to tht‘ 
animal spirits. I'ven llie iin]»leasant day which tlu* work 
causes upstairs in some houses, the visitors whicli it ex- 
cludes, and the lep, of mutton which it hiiul'Ts liom ro.ist- 
in^’, arc only so much enjoyment kept back and conttasted, 
in order to be made keener tlie .'“cst of the week, lieauiy 
itself is indebted to it, and draws from that steaminj' out- 
house and splasliinp, tub the well-!ittm;» lohe that j^ives out 
its figure, and the snowy cap tliat contrasts its curls and its 
comjdexion. In short, whenever we hear a washerwoman 
at her foamin;» w'ork, or see her plodding towards us with 
her jolly warm face, her mob cap, her black stockings, 
clattering pattens, and tub at arm’s length lesimg on her hip- 
joint, we look upon lier as a living lesson to us to make the 
most both of time and comfort, and as a sort of allegorical 
compound of pain and pleasure, a little too much, perliaps, 
in the style of Rubens,

Having hren guilty of this involuntary scand.il against the 
hutchers, wc would fain make them amends by saying 
nothing hut good of them and their trade ; and truly if wc 
find the latter part of the proposition a little dilTicuIt, they 
themselves arc for the most jiart a jo\ia!, good-liumoured 
race, and can atlord the iiade to l)c handled as sharply as 
their beef on the block, d’here is cut and come again in 
tbem. Your butcher breathes an atmosjiherc of good living. 
The Ix-cf mingles kindly with his animal nature. He grows 
fat with the best of it, |>erhaps with inhaling its \ery essence; 
and has no time to grow spare, theoretical, and hypochon- 
driacal, like tliosc whose more thinking stomachs drive tliem

For our parts, like all persons who think at all, —nay, 
like the butcher himself, when lie catches iiimself in a 
strange fit of meditation, after some doctor pirliaps has 
“kept him low,” — we confess to an abstract dislike ot 
eating the sheep and lamb that wc sec in the meadow ; allx'it 
our concrete regard for mutton is considerable, particularly 
Welsh mutton. But Nature lias a Inrautiful way of recon- 
ciling all necessities that are unmalignant ; ami as butchers at 
present must -xist, and sheep and lambs would not exist at 
all in civilised countries, and croj) the sweet grass so long, 
but for the brief pang at the end ot it, he is as comfortable 
a fellow as can Ik', — one of the liveliest ministers of her 
mortal necessities,- -of the deaths bv which she gives and 
diversifies life ; and has no more notion of doing any harm 
in his vocation, than the lamb that swallows tiie laiiy-biid 
on the thyme. A very pretty insect is she, and has had a 
pretty time of it ; a very calm, clear feeling, healthy, and, 
therefore, happy Irttlc woollen grant, compared with her, is 
the lamb,— -her butcher ; and an et]ually innocent and festive 
personage is the butcher himself, notwithstanding the popular 
fallacy al)out juries, and the salutary misgiving his beholders 
feel when they see him going to take the lamb out of the 
meadow, or entering the more tragical doors of the slaugliter- 
housc. His thoughts, while knocking down the ox, arc of 
skill and strength, and not of cruelty. And the death, 
though it may not be the very best of deaths, is, assuredly, 
none of the worst. Animals, that grow old in an artificial 
state, would have a hard time of it in a lingering d6cay. 
Their mode of life would not have prepared them for it. 
Their blood would not run lively enough to tlic last. We 
doubt even whether the John Bull of the herd, when about 
to be killed, would change places with a very gouty, irritable 
old geoileman, or be willing to endure a grievous being of 
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hib own sort, wrh legs inswtnng to tht pout; much less if

The only |)oet tliat was the son of a butcher (and the

As to 
Wolsev, wc can never cjuitc picture him to oursihcH .ipart 
from the shop. He lud the cardinal butcher^-virtiu of a 
love of good eating, as his picture shows ; ind he was fore- 
man all his life to the butcher Henry the 1 ighth.

The shop-windows, putting forward their 
beat, may be said to be in blossom. The yellow carriages 
flash in the sunshine ; footmen rejoice in their white calves, 
not dabbed, as usual, w'ith rains the gossips look out of their 
threc-pairs-ot-siaira windows ; other windows are thrown 
Open ; fruiterers* shops look well, swelling with full 
baskets ; pavements arc found to be dry ; lap-dogs frisk 
under their asthmas ; and old gentlemen issue forth, jHrering 
Up at the region of the north-east. 

Then in the country, how emerald the green, how open- 
looking the prospect ! Honeysuckles (a name alone with 
a garden in it) arc detected in blossom ; the ha/xl follows ; 
the snowdrop hangs its white perfection, exquisite with 
green ; we fancy the trees are already thicker ; voices of 
winter birds are taken for new ones ; and in F'eluuary the 
new ones come - the thrush, the chaffinch, and the wood- 
lark. 'riien rooks In'gln to pair ; and the wagtail dances in 
the lane. As wc write this article, the sun is on our j‘aper, 
and chanticleer (the same, wc trust, that we heard the 
other d,i\ ) seems to crow in a very tliflerent style, lord of 
the ascendant, and as willing to l)c with his wives abroad 
as at h(mic. Wc think wc see him, as in Chaucer’s 
homcste.id : 

Hf Itjokirth, as it were, a grim leouii ; 

And on toc» he roameth up and down ; 

Him deij^neth not to set his foot to ground ; 

He clucketh when he hath a corn yfound, 

And to him runnen then his wives all. 

Will the reader have the rest of the picture, as Chaucer 
gave it? It is as bright and strong as the day itself, and as 
iuited to it as a falcon to a knight’s list. Hear how the 
^4^ poet throws forth h» strenuous music ; as fine, con- 
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sidcred as mcr^ music and versification, as the dcicnptioo 
it pleasant and noble.

his morning drive, by another pint of ve at dinner, iod. 
crum{xis with his tea It is not by r ^ nbling agiinst tlie 
elements, that evil is to be done »ay, but by keeping 
onc’s-scif in goexl heart with one’s fellow-creatures, and. 
remembering that thev a^e all capable of partaking ouijj| 
pleasures The c<«cwempl.nioD of pain, acting upon a 
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splenetic tcmjK'ramcnt, prcxluces a stirring reformer here 
and there, who dives good rather out of spite against wrong, 
tlian sympathy with pleasure, and Ix^comes a sort of dis- 
agreeable angel. Far be it from us, in the present itate of 
society, to wdsh that no such esisted ! Hut they will 
pardon us for labouring in the vocation, to whitb a h\elier 
nature calls us, and drawing a distinction between the dis* 
sMfjfaction that emLs in goiKl, and the mere common-place 
grumbling that in vi thousand instances to one ends in noth- 
ing but plaguing everylxvdy ai well as the grumbler. In 
almost all cases, those who are in a state of pain themselves, 
arc in the faiicst way for giving it ; whereas, jih asure is in 
its nature social. '^Fhe very abuses of it (tcriible as they 
aonvctiineH are) caniKU <lo as much harm as the violations 
of the common n nse of good-humour ; simply Ix'cause it 
is its nature to gi‘ with, and not counter to humanity. I'hc 
only point to take care of is, that a« many innocent sources 
of pleaKUie are kept open as possible, and affection and 
imagination lirought in to slu»w us wbat thev are, and how 
surely all may partake of them. Wc are not likely to 
forget that a human Uing is of importance, when we can 
discern the merits of so small a thing as a leaf, or a honey- 
bee, or the beauty of a Hake of tinow, o: the fancihil scenery 
made by the glowing coals in a ri'e-j)lace. I’rofessors of 
sciences may do tliis. Writers of the most enthusiastic in a 
good cause, may sometimes lose sight of their diitifH, by 
rca.son of the very absorption in their enthusiasm. Imagina- 
tion itself cannot always be abroad and at home at the same 
time. But the many arc not likely to think too derj>Iy of 
anything; and the more pleasures that are taught them, by 
dint of an agreeable exercise of their reflection, the more 
they will learn to reflect on all round them, and to endeavour 
Uiat their reflections may have a right to Ivc agreeable. 
Any increase of the sum of our enjojmentfi almost invariably 
produces a wish to communicate them. An over-indulged

Tin other da\ I was moved, to vent my 
pluviosc indignation on the sul)]e< i of 1 erdinand, King of 
Spain, a jxrsoriige who has had the extiaordinai y fortune 
(even for a prince) to liciome the hj>tctaclc of the whole 
world, precisely because he is destitute of every (piality 
which deserves tlieir notiee. That my jmem might be as 
bmall as my subjc'ct, 1 wrote it in 1 /illipurian Imeb and 
miniature cantos , but in const (|utnre of the variety of feel- 
ings that prtsotd uj>on me as I proceeded, three out of the 
four became neither one thing nor t’other, and are imt worth 
indulgence. Tlie exord' ni I lay liefure the reader, Uxause 
il contains an anecdote of his majesty ’k first aj)pearance on 
the stage, with which he may not lie .ic^uaintcd. I had it 
from a Spanish gentleman now in England.

C. R. r» one of those 
V Happv persons whom ^uit^dnesh, imagination, ind a tran(|uil 
art conspire to kcc)* in a |K*ipetual youth. lie nnd his 
brother once c illed upiin a man whom I km w, wlio told 
me he had seen “ ilie young gentlemen,*' and yet this man 
was not oKi, an<i C\ K. was ae\en-aml-thirly if he was a 
'day. C. K, has a cjuaint manner with lorn, whii h some 
'take for hmij)li< iiy. It is, but not of the sort winch they 
take ii for. I luiild licai it talk for an hour to;»cther, and 
have Iieard it, delighting, all the while at the iniiref.t he tan 
^ take in a tulle, and the entei tainment he tan raise out of it. 
Ills sirni'litil) is anything but foolishness, thoug.h it is full 
of lon/>'.m}r. lie is a nice observer. At the same tune he 
is as romantic as a sequestibred bchoolmastcr, and will make 
I grave Latin quotations. He produces a history out of 
whistle. He will describe to you a steam-engine or a 
p water-null, with all the machinery and the noise to boot, 
till you die at once with laughter and real interest at the 
'gravity of his enthusiasm. Fie makes tliem appear living 
^things, as the fulling-mills did to Don Quixote One 
he gave us all an account of a man he had seen in tlie 
Strand, who was sundmg with a pole in liis hand, at the 
^|0P of which was a bladder, and underneath the bladder a 
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bill. He told us what a mystery this excited in the minds 
of the RjM'Ctators, and how they ImAcd, fir^t at “the man/' 
tlien at “ the bill/’ and then “ at the bladder ; ” — and 
a{*ain, Mid he, the) looked at the bladder, then at the bill, 
and BO on, rinj^ing the chanj^es on these words till we saw 
nothing Ixjfore ua in life but a man holding* these two 
phenomena.

nature with his art as he can pet. Next to a C('it:ipe id 
the most comlort.;l>le order, we should prefer, for (»ur p^iris, 
if we must Imve servants and a household, one of those 
/good old m.^^.^iorlR of the Tudor ape, or some such place, 
which loi»k^ like a sort of coltape-julace, and is full ot’ ohl 
COjrncrs, old seats m tlie W'ind<»ws, and old numoiies. The 
tervants, in sucli a case, would piolxthly have prown old in 
one’s family, .md hecomc friendi; ami this makes a p,reat 
. dilfcrcnce in the posdhle comfort of .a great hoU'e. It 
gives it old family warmth.

I’o thi‘«, at all events,' 
he is suie ins critics \u!i In.* just; and though he cannot 
heij) feeling', a certain timidity, staritling when* he docs, ycU 
upon the whoh*, as I'ccomcs an l^nglishman, he is perfectly^ 
willing to abide by the decision of his countrymen's hands, 
lioping that he shall l>e found 

“ . .to Kentc, It not to genius true, , 

Anil timt.i l^ti cauiyu to viitiu*, atui to Voe." 

Should the reader, before Itc comes to this exjdicaiion of 
the Prologue, have liad any other ideas suggested by it, wc 
will undertake to say, that they will at all events Iw found 
to have a wonderful general similitude ; and it is tO 
Ik* observed, that this very tlcxiblhty of ada])tation is one 
of the happiest and most useful results of our pro-' 
posed system of ])oetry. It comjirchcnds all the possible, 
common-places in vogue ; and it also leaves to the 
ingenious reader something to fdl up ; which is a com* 
pliment that has always been held due to him by the best 
authorities. 

The next sjiccimen is what, in a more sujvcrfluouf 
condition of metre, would have been entitled Line^ 
on Time. It is much in that gcntci I didactic taste, 
which is at once tliinking and non-: .inking, and has a! 
certain neat and elderly dislike of innovation in tt^ 
gready to the comfort of the seniors who adorn 
circles.

It is ’oo i 1 ihits, a well-tdue ited eon v. Mice, - 
a little early knowledpi, tht culiiv ition of pcnirous 
motives, — must supjdy j^oplc with preventives of had 
conduct ; their sense of things is too immediate and lively 
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to autnd, in the long run, to anything else. We will be 
bound to say, gtnerally speaking, that the prospective^ 
terrors of a de.ith-bed never iriHuenccd any others than 
nervous consciences, too weak, and inhahiiing organizations 
too delicate, to aHord to be very bad ones, liut, in the 
mean time, they niav Ik* very alanning to such consciences 
in prosjH'Lt, and very painful to the lK*bt and most tem- 
perate of mankind in actual bufferante; and why should 
this Iw, l)ut, as we ha\e ;'aid In tore, to keep bitter that 
which we could hweiten, and to j>ersist in a miotaken want 
of relief, under a notion of its Wing a due berise of our^ 
condition? We know well enough wdiat a due sense of 
our condition is in other cases of inhrinily ; and what is 
a death-U’d hut the very acme of infirmity, the bickness, 
bodily and mental, that of all odiers has must need of 
relief ? 

If the death happtns to Ik* an ea^y one, the case ia 
altered ; and no doubt it is oitener so than pt ople niuginc ; 

- hut how much pains are often taken to render it diflicult! 

' I’dist, the chamlHi, in wd.ich the dving person lies, is 
made as gloomy as possible with curtains, and viaU, and 
nurses, arul terrible wdii.|Hrs, and, peihaps, the continual 
apjdication of hanvikriebiefs to weejung eyes ; — then, 
wbetluT be wlsbes it or not, or is fit to Icccl^c it or not, 
he is to ha\c the whole truth told him l>) some busy-body 
who ne\er was so anxious, peihaps, in the cause of veracity 
Wfore ; and lastly, come j»ariings, and family assemblings, 
and confusion of the head with matters of faith, and tremb- 
ling prayers, that tend to force upon dying weakness thc^ 
very doubts they undertake to dissipate. Well may ihc 
soldier take ad\antage of such death-ht as these, to 
boast of the end that awaits him in the fi id. 

Rut having lost oui liiend. must still continue to add 
to our own misery at the c»' 'umsrance. We must heap 
aliout the recollection of vur Iosj ail the most gloomy and^, 
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dutasteful circumstances wc can contrive, and thus, perhay^s, 
absolutely incline ourselves to think as little of him as 
possible. Wc wrap the body in ghastly habiliments, put 
it in as tasteless a piece of furniture as we can invent, dress 
ourselves in the gloomiest of colours, awake the barbarous 
monotony of the church-lnll (to fiightcn every sick person 
in the neighbourhood), call about us a set of officious 
mechanics, of all sorts, w^ho arc counting their shillings, 
as it were, by the tears that wc shed, and watching with 
jealousy every candle’s end ol their “ perquisites,*' — and 
proceed to consign our friend or relation to the dust, under 
a ceremony that takes particular pains to impress that con- 
Bumniaiion on our minds. — Lastlvf come tasteless lomb- 
atoncs and ridiculous epitaphs, with ))erha])B a skiill and 
cross-bones at top ; and the tombstones are crowded to- 
gether, generally in the middle of towns, .ilways near the 
places of worshij), unless the churcli-yard is oveistockcd. 
Scarcely ever is theie a tree on the spot ; in some remote 
'villages alone are the graves ever decorated with flowe rs.' 
All is stony, earthy* ^md dreary. It seems as if, after 
having rendered everything iKdore death as painful as 
possible, we endeavoured to subsiile into a sullen inditfer- 
ence, which contradicted itself by its own erforts. 

, The Circeks managed these things lx*ller. It is curious 
that wc, who lx)ast so much of our knowledge of the 
immortality of the soul, and of the glad hopes of an after- 
life, should take such jiains to make the image of death 
melancholy ; while, on the other hand, Gentiles whom wc 
treat with so much contempt for their ignorance on those 
beada, should do the reverse, and associate it with emblem^ 
that ought to belong rather to us. But the truth is, that 
we know very little what we are talking about whun we 
•peak, in the gross, of the ancients, and of their ideas of 
Uetty and humanity. The very finest and most amiable

Now, w'e do not mean to i«a\, that e\tr\boily wlio thinks 
as we do u|»on this .subject, should or lan depart at once 
from existing ciivtoms, espcciallv tlie chiet ones 'I'hrsc 
tliingH muM nihi r go out grj«iu.dl) or In f»ome consulsnc 
mcncment in r.ncuty, as oiher.s have gone; and mere 
cccentricit) is no help to their departure. Wh.e. wr cannot 
tindo, let us c.rd) t!o as decenilv as |K»ssible ; but we inij'ht 
render the d\mg a h nuire comfortable, bv just 

daring a little t<i consider their conitorts and not our puerility : 
W'C might allow' tireir rooms also to be more light ami 
cheerful ; w'e might take pains to bring, pleasanter asswia- 
tions alx)ut them .dt^<gether ; and. when tiiev were g.one, we 
might cultivate our own a liitie !»t?trr; our toMilN»tones 
might at l(M>t l>e in bitter t.i te j we m;/,}-! r.ike more care 
of our grases ; W'c rnigitt pu^'crvc <iUi mi k r.eighUmrH from 
the aounJ of the dra’h-bell ; a single }>iecc of ribUjii or 
crape woulil bwrely be enough to guani un against tlie un- 
ueeiing intpirirs of friends, while, in the risl of our ilothes, 
we might adojJt, by means ot a ring, or a watch-riblxjn, 
some cheerful mstc.ui of gloomy recollection of the |K:r.son 
wc had lost, -a t.»\«)uri:e colour, for insrancr, or desice, 
and thus contrive to balance a grief which we must feel,* 
and which, indeed, in its proper associations, it would not 
be desirable to avoid, Rousseau died ga/ing on the setting 
fun, and was buried under green trees. Ptirarch, who 
Mremcd born to comjJcte and render glorious the irlca of an 
author from first to was found dead in his study with 
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his head placidly resting on a book. What is there in ^ 
deaths like these to make us look back with anguish^ or to 
plunge into all sorts of gloominess and bad taste ? 

We know not whether it has ever struck any of our 
readers, but we seem to consider the relics of ancient tiste, 
which we possess, as things of mere ornament, and forget 
that their uses may he in some measure preserved, so as to 
complete the idea of their beauty, and give them, as it were, 
a soul again. We place their urns and vases, for instance, 
about our aj)artinentfi, but never think of putting anything 
in tlicm ; yet when they are not absolutely too fragile, we 
might often do so,- fruit, flowers, — toilet utensils, — a 
hundred things, with a fine opportunity (to lx)Ot) of showing 
our taste in inscriptions. The Chinese, in the Citizen of the 
IVorU^ when he was shown the two large vases from hi^ 
own country, was naturally amused to hear that they only ‘ 
served to fill up the room, and held no supply of tea in them.;, 
as they did at liome. A lady, a friend of ours, who shows" 
in her countenance her oiigin from a country of taste, and; 
who acts up to the promise of her countenance, is the only ' 
person, but one, whom we e\cr knew to turn antique, 
ornament to account in this respect. She buried a favourite 
bird in a vase on her mantel-piecc ; and there the littltj; 
rogue lies, with mure kind and tasteful associations about 
him, than the greatest dust in Christendom. The other 
instance is that of two urns of marble, which have been 
turned as much as possible to the original purposes of audit 
vessels, by becoming the depository of locks of hair, A 
lock of hair is an actual relic of the dead, as much 80» in 
its pro])ortion, as ashes, and more lively and recalling tbUfl 
even those. It is the part of us that preserves 
longest; it is a clean and elegant <»ub8taoce : and it li 
cs|)ccially connected with ideas of tenderness, in the cheel 
or the eyes about whic!\ tt may have strayed, and the hand* 
ling we may have given it on the living |jiead« The thou^fi 
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connected with inch relics time gradually releases from 
grief itself, and softens into tender enjoyment ; and we 
know that in the instance alluded to the possessor of those 
two little urns would no more consent to miss them from 
his study, than he would any other cheerful association that 
he could procure. It is a consideration, which he would not 
forego for a great deal, that the \cnerable and lovely dust 
to which they belonged lies in a village churchyard, and 
'has left the most unfading pnit of it inclosed in graceful 
vessels.

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— tend to over-do themselves, and to topple down by their 
own undiffused ma[;nltudc. Tlic world, as it learns other 
tliin^s, may learn not to confound the means with the end, 
or at least (to b|>eak more philosophical!) ), a really poor 
means with a really richer, 'riie veriest LTickct-pla)er on 
a green has as sullicient a quantity of excitement as a fund- 
holder or a partisan; and health, and Rpiriis, and manliness 
to hoot. Knowledge may go on ; must do so, from 
necessity; and should do so, for the ends we speak off 
but knowledge, so far from Uing incompatible with simpli- 
city of pleasures, is the quickest to peicel\e its wcalth.^ 
Cliaucer would lie for hours looking at the daisies. Scipio 
an<l Lxlius could anrusc themselves with making ducks and 
drakes on the water, h^pannnomlas, the );reaiesi of all the

It was dclighdul to st< “the hou>e” a ;.Mn, and to feel 
ourselves rttomimncing our old task. How pkasint looked 
the ceiling, tht bo\C8, the jut, cv<r)thing’ Our friends 
in the gillerv were hardi) noisy enough fur a Ik ginning j 
nor, on the other hand, tould wc find it in our luarts to fx* 
angr) with two coni] anions behind us, who were a little 
noisier than thev ouglit to hive Uen, and wiio entertained 
one another with alternate observations on the lieauty of the 
songs and the loss of a pair of gloves. All is jtleasant 
in these recommencements of a former jiart of one’s 
life ; this new morning, as it were, rc-begun with the 
lustre of chandeliers and a thousind )outhful remembrances. 
Anon the curtain rises, and wc are presented with a view 
of the lighthouse of Genoi, c jually dclicioui* and unlike, - 
some gunboats returning from shverv, salute us with meek 
puffs of gunj)owd<^, alx}ut as audible as pats on the cheek, 
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— the most considerate cannon we c\cr met w»th : then 
follow a crowd and a chorus, with embracis of redeemed 
captives, meeting their wives and children^ at which wc 
are new anti uncritical cnouj^h to feel the tears come into 
our e)cs, and, ^lnall^, in cotms Mr “A’kins,” with a 
thousind memories on his head, — huslund that was of a 
jiietiy little bin//r some twenty years back, now gone. 
Heaven knows where, like a blickbirJ. It seimcd wrong 
in Atkins to be tiure, and his wife not with him. Yet wc 
were* plitl to sec him notwlthBtandln^^ We kruw him the 
in lint we lie ird him bpeik. 

Niitue J an I (a title, by the by, which looks like one 
of the cipiives, with an arm otf) is worth going to sec, for 
those who care* little al>out plot or dialogue, provided there 
Ik good music. Part of tlic music is by Mr Ihshop, the rest 
from Robsini. It is seldom that my of Mr Ihshop’s music 
IS not woith hearing, and one or two of the airs ire among 
Rossini *8 fincbt. I here is Dt puiur^ for ii stance , and wc 
Mie\c another, which we did not stay to her. Wc fear 
It IS a little out of the bcuntific pale to think Rossini a mad 
of giniub, but we confess, with all our prtfertnee for such 
wriUTb as Mo/art, with whom, indeed, he is not to be com- 
p.irtd, we do hold that opinion of the h\ely Itdian, There 
IS genius of many kinds, and of kinds \ery remote from one 
another, evtn in r.ink. The greatest genius is so great a 
thing that another m ly be infinitely Icbs, and yet of the 
stock Now Rossini, in music, is the genius of sheer 
animal spirits. It is a species as inferior to that of Mozart, 
as the cleserniss of a smart hoy is to that of a man of senti- 
ment ; but It IS genius nevertheless. It i r.ve, effective, 
and a part of the possessor’s charactc'- we mean, that 
like all persons who really affect aiiy thing beyond the 
common, it t)cIong8 and is |ccuiiar to him, like the invisibly 
genius that was suppose i oi old to wait upon individuals. * 
This IS what eenius means : and Rossrai undoubtcdlv has 
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one, •*He hath a Jcvil/' as Cowley's friend ustd to cry 
out when he read Virgil ; and a merry devil it is, and 
graceful withal. It is a pii\ he ius written so many com- 
monphccs, so nhnu bars full of mere chatter, and overtures 
•o full of cant and puffing. But thia c\ul)erance apiwara to 
be a constituent part of him. It is the hey-day in his blooii ; 
and perhaps we could no more have the goo<l things without 
it thin some nun of wit can talk well without a bottle of 
wine and m the midst of a great deal of nonsense. Now 
and then he givfs us souk thing worthy of tht most popular 
names of his countrv, as in the instanLC alxive mentioned. 
Di piihfr IS full of smiling delight md anticipation, as the 
words imply. Sometimes he is not delicunt even in tender- 
ness, as in one or two iirs in Ins Otfilh^ but it is his 
^ liveliest opens, ruv li as the Harhmc lit and the 

Itahana m that he shines. IIis mobs make sonic of 

the pleasantest nois conceivable ; his more gentlemanly pro- 
ceedings, his lx)W8 and compliments, are full of address and 
even elegance, and he is a prodigious hand at a piece of 
pretension or foj»pery. Not to sec into his merit in these 
cases, surely implies onlv, that there is a wint of animal 
spirits on the part of the observer 

As wc arc not so fond of sharp criticism, as when we 
were young and knew not what it was to fed it, wc slnll 
^ say nothing of one or two of the fair singers on this occa- 
"^sion, except that they did not appear to hive a surticicnt 
4»ock of the Hj>irits wc have been sjH'aking of. To animal 
4 spirits, aninni spirits done can do justice, A burst of joy 
will be ill represented by the sweetest singing in the world 
> that is not joyous, and that does not burst forth like a showtr 
^ of blossoms. Of Miss Coward’s singing wc can vet form 
oo judgment, as she had a viry bad cold; but she (bd her 
best wuh It, and did not apologise, which gave us a favourable 
opinion of her, and her acting increased it. If she docs 
not turn out to be » very judicious person, with a good deal 
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of humour, bhc will di^a|)jK>int us. Midanu* Vcstris, though 
she docs noi insinuate asufhcitnf stock of htntimcnt through 
hir g.ivctifb to conij/leto the juojH'r idea a charmer to 
our t.isie, IS ,ilwa\s ch inning .liter her f.ishion ; but from 
what we ncolltci of her, we doubt wliether her performance 
in this piCLe is one of licr favourite ones. I'he song o^ Is’t 
irt, I j)ra\, or Nature? she gave with too little vnacity ; 
and her part in the she seemed to go through more 

as a duty than a pleasure which i*, an\ thing but holenuiuf. 
Mi Wiioil h.is gieat sweetness of \oue, wrh taste and 
sensilulity ; .in<l the sweetne>s is manly. He w'as encored in 
the “romance’’ -Deej* in a Dungeon ; but we preferred him 
in hi* first plcising air, f arewell, thou Coast tif (»lory. Wc 
shall Ih* glad to see hirn ag.iin, irui to .iv more of him. 
We suspect he has more j»owet ih m he )et ]uits fo’th. 

There IS no necCi-.ity to criticise the iliilogue. The 
author himself probibly regeds it as being nothing mote 
than one of our old unpretending ae |uamtanoes, \clept 
“vehicles for musK ; earners of song, as Messrs 
Clementrs arc of piano-fortes. Theic is one stenc, how- 
e\er, upon which wc shall say a word. It is that in wliich 
a maimed liusbaiuKomes back from the wars, and is received 
by his wife with aversion and ridicule. It is true the cari- 
cature !R evident; it is the only way in winch such feelings 
can Ih* nude ludicrous ; but there is something in it from 
whuh the lieart revolts. It is a dangerous point to divert 
ridicule lioni its proper objects, and give degrading repre- 
sentations of humanilv. The^e is something, too, on these 
especial occasions, when the joke is carried far (as is the 
case in violent double meanings in com}' t*\), by which 
privacy itself is turned into publicity, am* become pain- 
fully conscious of the presence of th .t, W'i‘n whom wc 
could lx*st interchange the .nest jileasurablc ideas. We

'Ian redt is said to Ik* one 
of the most popular of Rossini’s o|iera8, but is by no meana 
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one of his best ; being crammed, in fact, as full of common*^ 
places .ind old threadbare recitative as nine-tenths of it can 
hold It is theatrical clothesman’s music. But there is 
goo<l in the remaindir ; and tlic fine air, I)i tanti palplti^ is 
part of it. If any one thinks he has heard this air a 
bundled times, till he has got tired of it, let him nc\er 
mind, but go and heir it fiom Madime Pasta ; he will then 
find he has never he ird it l>cforc. Wc have left ourselves 
as little room to spcik of iht other performers, some of them 
excellint in their wiy, Cbpeciall) Matlamc Caradori ; but 
after our new, true, and most original accjuaintance, even 
the Iwst of convention d singers become comparatively un- 
inteiesting. Caradori is like a sweet and {icrfect musical 
instrument, by tbo bide of iier ; not that she does not act 
too better than most singers; she c\en contrives, in her 
manners, to gi\e us an amiable as well as clever idea of her; 
but Pasta coming upon ail this, even in her most tranquil 
moments, seems like the very noon^dt of humanity ribco 
upon a cold morning of it. There is more effective grace 
in the least of her nio\cment8, though she is too fat, and 
sometinus looks heavily so, than in all the receivctl elegan- 
cies of the stage; — so beautiful as well as great is truth. 
By the way, wc had forgotten to say that her voice is not 
perfect. Who asks whether any voice it» bo, when sen- 
sibility and bincent) speak together, and the sound is hugged 
into one’s heart !

Wc wish to add bomcihing to our last article respecting 
the truth and beauty of this singer’s peifor' in^c. It has been 
suggested to us, that Madame Pasta is so much absorbed 
as people may think her in the business of the scene; that 
she finds time, like other singers at the opera, for those little 
interchanges of by-jo^*b and grown-childrcn’s play, by 
which they occasionally refresh themselves from a sense oi 
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their dunes; and thit in a concert-room or an oratorio, 
where no illusion is going forward, we shoald llnd more 
defects in her as a singer than we arc aware of. Finally, 
another friend tells u^, tint we nuke a good deal of what 
we see; and in our gratitude for a favourite quality, find 
more of it to be grateful for than exists anywheic but in our 
own imaginations. 

We doubt whether we arc not committing the dignity of the 
critical character m thus idmitiing tint our opinion can be 
disputed privatel). \ correspondent is anoihei nutter, lie 
8ppro.iches his grille with a luruin between, and the latter 
retreats futher into the niNsttrv and multiplieitv of his plural

.. hersi lf, as other favourite }H‘rformers do, with certain tjuips 
and cranks among one anotlier, tak(“s away nothing of the 
imaginative truth of what slio has to do, and only aiiils to 
tlic e\idences of the xduntaty piiwer. We certainly douht 
whether she conhl do this so well in some iharacters as in 
others. We slu'uld gui*s that she was hast able to do it 
much, and most inclined to do if at all, when performing 
charactei\s that rued hei feelings the most severely, d'here 
are stories of (iai tick's turning lound with a comii’ grin in 
the thick of the distie'cses of King Lear; and similar 
stories have been rolatevi of ^^r Kean, Believe them if you 
will; hut do not bdieve th.it those gM‘at performeis felt less 
the truth of wliat thev were aUjut. Peihajcs wh.it they did 
w.is riiTessar^, as a rrlut to flieir teelin;»,s ; ju‘<t .is sensitive 
men will .sho^ k lompanv sometimes by (i.uking jokrs ujxm 
some topic of distress. It is not In'Caiise they do not feel 
it, but because they do, and Iwc.iuse some v.iiiety of .sensa- 
tion is necess.iry to enable them to endure their feelings. 
If an actor were to feel, unmixed, all he seems to feel in 
such characters as I. ear, he would go nigh to lose his senses 
in good earnest. Tragic actresses, the mos' eminent, have 
been known to faint and go into fits upon the performance 
of a trying character. P#Th;ij)s they would not have done 
so had their personal chiiacicr contained variety ind le- 
source enough in it to call in the aid of this occasional 
volatility. Even Garrick is known to have looked jire- 
maturely old. Yc4 C»arrick had everything to support him 
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— fortune, prudence, and a good constitution. When we 
htar actors, equally )*reat tn their way, but less happy in 
Ixidily frame, rebuked 6e\crcly for certain excesses alleged 
against them, we some times th*nk it a pity tliat the rebukert 
do not know what it is to go through ill that weai and tear 
of stnsition, and to be at a loss how to keep up a roper 
kvtl of cxiitcmcnt in their general fetfings. We arc not 
sure that M id ime Pista dots not unconsciously let herself 
grow fatttr thin might be wished, out of an unea.y feeling 
of something to be supported and strtnglhintd in this way; 
(spcci ill) when it IS consideied that persons of her profession 
lead attificid lives, and cannot so ucll lie kept healthy as 
others, by good hours and a life otherwise uninterfered with. * 

As to a concert-ioom or an ontono, it is a dull business ^ 
compared with singing amidst ’he leehngs of a scene* 
Such places arc fittest for instrumental performances, and for 
instrupient-likc singers. In the concert-room the audience 
expect little jubbion, and find it. "^I'licy arc thimselves in a 
(lull ind (oimil stuc » there is often a mijoiitv of musicians 
present, and a ni ijorii) of musicnii» cinnut he of the first 
order, nor do they desire anything of tlie first order in 
others. They wish the singers to ict up simply to their 
own notions of excellence*, which arc but a reflection of 
thcmsiKes, All is quiet, mechanical, mediocre. Up gets 
a lady or gemtlem in, lx)ok in hand, and out of this is to dis- 
burse us the proper quantity of notes, cheeked by that 
emblem of reference to the dead letter. She does so ; is 
duly delivered of a B, or a D, and everything is “as well 
as can be expected.” 

So in an oratorio. The audience are ill assembled, as 
grave as need be; the season, and the "ual dull character 
of oratorios, hel)>s to formalize them ; there is a good deal 
of mourning in the iiousc, and sacred music is to be per* 
formed, niixcil with a ’ ♦dt illegal profane. That is to say, 
there is nothing real in the business, and nobody can 



|iKtther properly merry or mournful. Which is just the ease. 
In comes a gentleman, dressed in black, hitching his way 
along sideways, and leading a lady up the alley Ix'hind the 
orchestra; another follows, a»'d another, equally polite and 
‘preparatory : it is Madame So-and-so, in a hat ami featliers ; 
^ is Miss W. or Mrs Z., all dressed like other gcntle- 
.yomen, winch is odd ; and like other gentlewomen they 
L take their scats, and look as if they ought to tlrink tea. 
:Mu8ic books make their apjx'arance, as in the concert-room, 
’and up rises the lady or gentleman to sing in tlie same 
'.formal manner, and be discreet in their flats. *^l’he sacred 
f music drags, the })rofane music ho]KS, and the audience wish 
‘^ themselves in tlieir beds. 

Madame J*asta may probably not excel at st‘ch exhibi- 
J'tions as these. We do not desire that she should. It 
would not be easy to persuade us that, sing where she may, 
her singing would not Iv: IxTltcr than the most formal jkt- 
fection ; but the worst thing wc can say of an oratorio is, 
that not even site can Uikc us there. Put her on the stage, 
or in a company among friends, let loose her feelings, ami 
‘then we have the soul of music ; and this is the only real 
! music in the world. 

X That we make what we find on such occasions, and 
listen with our imaginations upon us, is only saying, in other 
^Worda, that the occasion is fit to excite the enthusiasm ; 
btlicrwisc, how docs it happen that it is not equally excited 
others? Doubtless there must be enthusiasm and 
^Imagination to do fit justice to the same qualities in the 
performer. Loveliness must have love. But how is it 
that love is excited by some things and not by otlierai 
>How is it that multitudes arc wound u}) to enthusiasm by 
^ne orator and not by another, and that Madan»f* Pasta 
^produces the same sensation from Naples to Berlin ? She 

not an unknown singer, trunjped up by a solitary 
Enthusiast. Cities tfc her admirers: and she would take

Thf removal of our place of pubileation to Brvdgcs Street 
has reminded us, that many )etrb ago wc begin writing 
theatricals at the house two doors from us, where the pa|)er 
[Ihe News) is still published in which wc made our dc/mt. 
May It live forever ’ Wc rejoice in its neighliou’-bood, 
^and hope it is not sorry for ours. It must nc w lx ncirly 
thirty years since we first wrote articles in the newspapers. 
Wc were then in our Iwyhood, or rather lad-hexKl. Not 
many years short *of that period, wc adventured on the 
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perilous task of criticism , and here we are again in the 
same stmt, almost on the same spot, occupied with a new 
pper, md pursuing the old track. It makes us feel as it 
we wcic lx ginning life o\cr agiin.

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the ^lii of royalty, the \ij»orou8 majesty or me ^irnor« 
and lie profound yia\ity of the sar*c . but its bcrioutncsa is 
unbending; his cojnttnancc sttnui to dcb pise the gaiety it 
l.ilKJurs to abHume, ami its cornu expression is comic 
l)ccausc It IS singularly wretched. Of the passion of love 
he can cxjircss nothing , the reason is obvious. Love 
from Its dejandent n.ture must alua^*-, unless associated 
with some other | assion, l>e(ray an expression of tender 
feebleness, and suth an expre sior ii unknown to Mr 
Kemble’s eounie*n ince. ’Fhe attempt of Mrs lochbald 
to nuke Mr Kemble* a lover is more honourable to her 
partnhiy for tlie friend thin to her affeetion for just 
criticism. She says, that he can paint love more vigor* 
oubU than any otlier nun, though he c innot love modern 
lidy . in her opinion, “ sighs, soft comj 1 nnings, a plaintive 
\oiee, and tender lookb lx*speak mere moderation; Mr 
Kemble/’ slic conimues, << must be struck to the heart's 
coTCf or not at all. he must l>e uounded to the sou) with 
grief, d<M»)uir, oi madness ” But this it> mistaking the 
issoeiited jussion for its companion. What a lover is he 
wlu) I in neither s|eak softly nor look tenderly ? No man 
atcoiding to thib ulei can exj^ress a jierfect love, that is^ 
a love opposed to mete modet jfton^ unless he is struck with 
grief, OI disj er ite, or niid : but by .such an .issociation of 
outr igeems pissionb the expression oi the individual one 
will not 1 m* a I'crtect, because it is not a simple expression: 
the acte)i wlio caniuit express an individual passion without 
the .issistaiue of others can no more he said to be master of 
that passion, than a singer can be called a master of his art 
uho cannot sing vutliout an accompaniment. 

It u in charade ts iliat are occupied* vvith themsebes 
and With tluir own importance, it in the systeiiiatic 
ind exquisite reunge of /inga, in the indignant jealousy, 
of Otliello, and in the desperate ambition of King Johi^ 
tliat Mr Kemble is thr ^aor. There if always someU^mg 
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in ihc sudden completion of great objects, and 
[perhaps there is not a suhlimcr action on the stage than tlic 
stride of Mr Kemble as Zanga, over the Ivody ot' his victim, 
and his majestic exultation of revenge. 

^ But if he succeeds in the prouder passions, iiis diligence 
of study has given him no less success in the expression of 
impressive seriousness. 

, The character of l\'nruddock in 'I hr IVherl of Fortunr is 
his greatest performance, and I Iwlicve it to be a perfect 
one. It is admirable, not because the tenderness of his 
love, as Mrs Inchbaid tells us, “appears Inncath the 
roughest manners,'* but because the very defect wliicb 
hurts his general style ot acting, that studious and im- 
portant preciseness, whicli is atletlation in all his other 
characters, contributes to the strength, to the natuic of 
Penruddock. 'Fhose who can discern any pe^ uliar ex- 
pression of tenderness under the roughness ol Mr Kemble’s 
acting mistake tlicir feelings for their observation : it is 
the tenderness the character is buppo>ed to feel,, not what 
he actual!) exliibita, it is the tenderness of the authoi, not 
of the actor, which they discirn; it there are one or two 
phrases of tenderruss u’tered by the stem recluse, they 
have a juthctic ctfect not Ix-cause they are <‘X|)ressed with 
a |x:culiar tenderness by the .e for, l)Ut because a soft 
emotion so unexpected in one ol his aj»pearance produces 
a strong effect from the strength of contrast, 'fo give a 
man imaginary praise is to give him teal dispraise. Mr 
Kemble himself would never think of valuing his own 
performance for its tenderness of expression ; he would 
value it, and with justice, for its severity of expression, for 
it% display of external philo.so|;hy, and for its contempt of 
everything that can no longer amuse. 

Wherever this air of belf-imjmrtancc or absii action is 
required, Mr Kemble is excellent. It i.s no small praise

Fretful Plagiary in the Cntu^ to a I'crform mcc which has 
proved hi 8 knowledge of the human heart, has given iti true 
•pirit to one of the most ongirnl charitters of tlie first wit 
of our agt% and has even }>ersuided the aiuient dr.im.iiii con- 
noisseurs to summon up the claps ol former times: nay, 
some of the old gentle men, in th* imjHtrt.mi inter\als of snutf , 
went 10 fai as to declare that the actor appro.u lied Paisons 
himself. W'c are geiirralK atisfiesi, when an acttii can e\- 
presfl a single fetlmg with sticnj'ih ol lountenince; hut to 
express two at oiice, and to give them at the same time a 
jiowerful distinctness, U longs to tlie per It ct ion ol Ins art. 
Nothing can lie more ailmii ihle thm the look ol Mr 
Mathews, when the severe criticihui is detailed hy his 
malicious acc|uaintatice. While he aflecis a pleasantly ol 
countenance, he cannot help lH*traying his rage in his eyes, 
in that feature which a! wavs dispji\s our most jireilominant 
feelings; if he diaws the air to and Iro through he. teeth, 
.18 if he was [lertecil) assured ol his own pleasant leelings, 
he convinces every body In his tremulous and irstle a limbR 
that he is in absolute torture ; if the lower part ol his face 
expands into a painful smile, the upjK r part contracts into a 
glaring frown which contridicts the ineffectual good humour 
beneath; every thing in his lice becomcH rigid, confused, 
and uneasy ; it it a mixture of oil and vinegar, in which the 
acid predominates : it is anger putting »n a mask that is only 
the more hideous in proportion as u is more fantastu. 'Fhe 
sudden drop of his smile into a deep .ind hitter indignation, 
when he can endure sarcasm no longer, completes this 
imp^ioned picture of S/r Fretful ; but lest his indignation 
•hould swell into mere tragedy, Mr Mathews ac c ompanics it 
with all the touches of familiar vexation : while he is vent- 
ing his rage in vehement expressions, he accom{>anies his 
more emphatic words with a closing thrust of his buttons, 
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which he fasteos and unfasteni up and down hit coat ; and 
when hit obnoxious friend approaches his snuff*boi: tb tale 
a pinch, he clap down the hd and turns violently off with 
a most malicious mockery of grin. These arc the perfor* 
mances and tiic characters, which are the true fame of actors 
and dramatihts. If our farcical performers and farcical writers 
could reach this refimd satire, ridicule would vanish before 
iherr, like breath from a poli-thed knife. 



Theri t< no grcuttr nustakc in the worlci than the looking 
upon every ftort of nunscnsi as vnant of sin«c Nonsense 
in the bad sense of the uord, like certain 8U8]>kiou!i laiiiis, 
ta very fond of bestowing lU own apjn Union, pvticularly 
upon whu renders other ]xrr&ons agree ibh 15ut nonsense, 
in the good scn^c of the word, is a xry scnablt thing in its 
season; and is only confounded with the other by {Koplc of 
a shallow gravity, who cannot afford to joke. 

These gentlemen live upon credit, and would not have it 
rfK|uired into. They arc pcrpetu.il beggars of the question 
They are grave, not because they think, or feel the contrast 
of mirthf for then they would feel the mirth itself , hue 
bc%iusc gravity js their safest mode of liehiviour. 'ihiy 
must keep their minds sitting still, K cause they arc incapiblc 
of a motion that is not awkward. The) arc waxen images 
among the living ; — the deception is undone, if the others 
;^*orJioUow t&scIs covered up, which may be uken for 
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full ones : -the colittiion of wtt yitB against thcm» and strikes 
out th( ir hollownes'). 

In fa( t, the difference Iictwtcn nonsense not worth talk- 
ing, and nonsense worth it, is simpK this: — the former is 
the result of a vi.int of ideas, the latter of a su(*crabut)dance 
of thtm. This IS renurkaUv exempliiied by Swift’s Poftie 
in which the dialogue, though intended to be 
a tissue of if)( greatest non ense in request with shallow 
merriineni, is in rt ilitv full of i leas, and man) of them very 
humorous, hut thru thc) are all common-place, and have 
Iscen said often, that the thing upf)eimost in your mind if 
the inaluiiiy of thc s|xakers to utter a seniirici of their own ; 
— the\ have no id( \h at a!). Many of the jokes and similes io 
that treatise are btill the current com of the shallow ; though 
they are now pretty much coniincd to gossips of an inferior 
order, and tlic upj>cr part of the lower classes. 

On the other Itind, tlic wtldcst raiding, as it is called, in 
which nun of sense iind entertainment, consists of notiung 
bur a quick and ori^ mil sucecs ion of nitas, —a finding as it 
were, of sonic thing in notlimg, i r ipid turning of the 
hearer’s mind to some luwfuf of diouglit and sparkling 
imager>. 'riie man of sh illow gr iMi>, lx, sides an uneasy 
half-const lousnesR that he has notfnng of the sort about him, 
is too dull of perception to sec the delicate links between 
one thought ami another , and he takes that for a mere chaos 
of laughing jargon, in which finer apprehensions perciiveas 
much delightful association, as nun of musical taste do in thc 
nuwt uicksome harmonics and accompmiments of Mozart 
or IWthoscn. Between such grasiis and such mirth, •here 
IS as much difference as Intwctm il driest and drraneft 
psalmody, and that exquisite laughi uio, - E voi ridct(, — 
which IS sung in Cojt Fan lutie. A quaker’s coat and a 
garden are not more imilar nor a diaih-licll, and thc 
birds after a sunny owci. 

It is on such occas ions indeed that wefenjoy the perfecuon 
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of whai is agreeable in human'ty, -the harnionv of mind 
and b6dyt— intellect^ and animal s})r its. j^ttorvi’n^dv the 
greatest gcniuwa apjHMr to ha%c lK*in p o’icunts in ihia kind 
of nonsense, and to h«i\c deliglitcil in duelling ujum it, ind 
attributing it to tiuir lavuunieii. Virgn is no joker, hut 
Homer is; and there is the same dithitiKi* Ivtut in their 
heros, ^I'neas and Aihdks, thi latter ot whom is .iKo a 
phiver on the harp. Venu^, the most delighthil ol the 
goddesses, IS Phiiomineidis, the I.iughu*r-Io\inp; am jMtliet, 
t)y the bye, which might gi\e a good hint to \ mimU r tif 
very resjN'ciihle ladies, “uho love thin lords/* but who .ire 
too .ipt to let ladies less resjnct.ible run .iwi\ witli ihiiii.

Glurv be to tlu memory oi Mathij« Corvinus, King of 
Hungary and Bohenua, eon of the great IluniadeSi and 
binder oi l>ookH in vellum and gold. He placed fifty 
thousand volumes, sa)s Warton, ** in a tower which he had 
erected in the nietrojn)li5 of Buda . and in this library he 
established thirty amanuenses, skilled in paintingi illumi* 
nating, and writing, who under the conduct of Felix 
Kagusinus, a Dalmatian, consummately learned in the 
Greek, Chahiaic, and Arabic languages, and an elegant 
designer and painter of ornamenu on Tclluro, attended 
incessantly to the business of transcription and decoratioii. 
The librarian was Bartholomew Fontius, a learned Floreii* 
une, the writer of many philological books, and a professof^ 
of Greek and ontory at Florence. hen BudawafU^en 
by the 'I'urks in the year 1 526, Ca iinaJ Bounanni oflered| 
for the redem} uon of thi inestimable collection, two hundred 
thousand pieces of m jierial money : yet without effect; 
for the barbarous besiegers defaced or dteoyed mott 
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bookty ID the fiolcncr of sci£iD}i the splenJu! covers and the 
liivcr mica and clasps with which they were enriclicd. The 
learned Obiopaeus relates, that a t>ook wu brought him by 
an Hungarian loldicr, which he had picked up with many 
Others, id the pillage of King Cor\ino'i library, and had 
preserfcd as a prize, merely because the covering retained 
tome marks of gold and rich wcirkminship. This proeed 
to be a manuicri}^ of the I thiopics ot IIcluKiorus; from 
which in the year I534> Obsojiacua printed at Basil the first 
edition of that elegmt Greek romance.” ^ 

Methinki we see this tower, -doubtless in a garden,— the 
windows overlooking it, together with the vineyards which 
produced the Tokay that his majesty drank while reading, 
agreeably to the notions of his brotlur Imo'.worni, the King 
of Aragon. The tranacnlicrs and binders are at work 
in various apartmenu below ; midway h a bath, with an 
orangery and up aloft, but not too high to he aliovc the 
tops of the trees through which he looks over the vineyards 
towards his beloved (trerce and Italy, in a room ta|>estried 
with lonie fair story of Atalanta or the Golden Fleece, siu 
the king in a chair-couch, his lern thrown up and hia face 
shaded from the sun, reiding one of the jiassagcs we are 
about to extract from the romtnee of He liodorus, — some 
illumination in which casts up a light on his manly Ix^ard, 
tinging its black with tawny.

I tldnk of Pctrai^eh and 
Boccaccio, of Milton and Galileo, and Ficsotc, which r see 
from my window, and which is a common boundary to my 
walks. I endeavour to keep the vines and the olive trees 
new to me. IVsidcs V^irgil and the Italy of books, I make 
t!»e olives reniitui me of Alliens, of Plato, and Homer, and 
Sophotles, and Socrates, and a still more reverend Name in 
another country, who went up into the mount of olives to 
pray. A Dominican convent is a little in my way, with its 
inscription in honour of the firry saint, ** the destroyer of 
heretics ; ** but the fi iars no longer inhabit it, and I endeavour 
to consider cum tlie liujuisition as a violent note struck in 
the cars of mankind to make them attend to tlie doctrine it 
contradicted. Philosophy has se}>aratrd the doctrine from 
its alnise, .ind the Inquisition is no more. I think of the 
ga^cr sort of abuses, the red side of their check, the jollity 
of a refectory.

'The ordy one 1 have a rcspcu i for is the compamon ot our 
voyage, riven us by a frien*i, and ])reserved through various 
vicissitudes for her sake. A dog lx*Ionging to an .mpr.iint- 
ance of ours inhotp tably b.t her car off, and the storms at 
sea friglitencti away her milk. But she now rr|>oscs for life, 
like a matron, enjoving herself among scenes more native to 
her nalaic than !‘'ngland itself. 

iT the sky in England would only mitigate a httie of it^ 
clouds and fogs in favour of one of its countrv -women, and 
of a modest demi-exoiic, who loves a green field lieticr 
than all the sugarBcaoes of his ancestors . . . But what 
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•ignificf talking ? Suffice tt, that an Engitthmaa in luljr* 
who iovct lulian poetry* and it obliged to be graia^ to 
Italian tkiet, atturrs his beloved countrymen (who arc not 
always tentiblc of the good things they have about them) 
that there is nothing upon earth to fine at a g^iNj* rich 
English meadow in summer time. That English Fit‘nch- 
man. La h ontaine, is of the same opinion ; for when he 
speaks with rapture of a bit of turf, and says there is 
nothing to equal it, it must tie recollected that such turf is 
more native to linglaod than to France ; and so he would 
have told us had he come over to I'ngland, as he ought to 
have done, and t.tken a stroll in our fields with his friend, 
St K\rcmond. Even a Tuscan’s idea of a garden is not 
complete without a piece oi turf, though the podrre^ or 
farm, encroaches everywhere, and pounds and shillings 
mu>t Im* planted in the shapr of olive trees.

their poetry rises within them at the sight of it, but they 
think this is only for princes and grand dukes.

.in«f the \.illry which 1 look upon from my window 
sparkles in tfic /)A-4iinrreif w'ilh a [>crjiei\ial grt*en. Nature 
inspires great authors, and they repay her by rescuing her 
very self from obli\ion, and keeping her transitory pictures 
hesh in our hearts.

Turlfth-iake and its king and queen arc in honour of 
the cruwnrti headi who are said to have brought pretentt 
to Jmut tn hit cradle — a piece of royal tcrvice not necessary 
to lie lielicvcd in by good Chrittiant, though wy proper 
to be maintained among the gratuitous decorations with 
which good and poetical hearts willingly garnish their faitlu 
** 'riic Magi, or Wise Men, arc vulgarly called (says a note 
in HtirntPi Popular jlntifjmtiej^ quarto edition by p. 19) 
the three kings of Collen (Cologne). The first, named 
Melchior, an aged man with a long beard, ofTcred gold ; 
the second, vVasjier, a bcartllcu youth, offered frankincense; 
the third, Ikilthasor, a tilack or Moor, with a large spreading 
licard, offered myrrh.*' I'his picture is full of colour, and 
has often Iven jMinicd. The word Fpiphany (RTipaisia, 
juperapptritio, an 4|i|)earance from ahose), alludes to the 
sur which is described in the Bible as guiding the Wise 
Men. In Italy, tbc word has been corrupted into Beffania, 
or Beffana (as in England it used to be called, Piffany) ; 
and Beffana, in some pans of that country, has come to 
mean an old fairy, or Mother Bunch, whose figure is carried 
about the streets, and who rewards or p*:ntshcs chtldrr?i at 
night by putting sweetmeats, or stones and dirt, iii|p a 
stocking hung up for the purpose near the bed's bead. 
The word Befit, uken from this, famtltarly means a trick 
or mockery |nit upon any one: — to such base uses may come 
the most splendid termi! Twelfth THjf like the other 
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oM fetUfib of tbe church of oldt hat had a link or 
connection found far it with Pajtan customa» and hat been 
uaced to the Saturnalia of the aocienu, when people drew 
Iota for imaginaiy ktngdomt. Its obterTation u still kept 
up, wilh more or leaa ceremony, all over Chriateodom. In 
Par^, they enjoy it with their usual vivacity. The king 
there it chosen, not by drawing a pa]>er aa with ua, tnit by 
the lot of a bean which falla to him, and which is put into 
the cake ; and great ceremony it olvwrvcil when the king 
or the queen ** drink ” ; which once gave rise to a jest, ihai 
occa\ioned the damnation of a play of Voltaire's. The 
play was performed at this season, and a queen in it having 
to die by poison, a wag cxclatmetl with Twelfth Night 
solemnity, when her Majesty was aU>ui to lake it, •* The 
Queen drinks.’* The joke was infeciioui ; and the play 
died, at well aa the iKxir queen. 

Many a pleasant Twelfth Night have we passed in our 
time ; and such future Twelfth Nights aa may remain to 
ua shall be pleasant, God and go(Ki-will }»crmitting : for 
even if care should lie round about them, we have no notion 
of missing these mountain^tops of rest 4nd brightness, on 
which people may refreah themsrUcs during the storiiiiett 
parta of life*s voyage. Most assuredly will wc look 
forward to them, and atop there when we arrive, as 
though we had not to begin hudrting again the next day.

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of their owo, aod not more baocent io ** the hut reccem 
of the mind than himself* t 

We 8(>cnt a l*we]fth Night once, which, bj common 
consent of the parties concerned, was afterwards known by 
the name of the Twelfth Night. It was doubted ^mong 
us, not merely whether ourselves, but whether anybody 
else, ever had such a Twelfth Nigl>t : — 

For never since crested Mie, 

Met fturh untiring force, as named with iheie 
Could merit more than that amali Infantry, 

Which /• h 4 ii Mumet,** 

The evening Wgan with such tea as is worth mention, 
for we never knew anybody make it like the maker. Dr 
Johnson would have given it his plaiidcst growl of appro- 
Uition. I'hen, with piano-forte, violin, and violoncello, 
came Handel, Corelli, and Mo/art. 'Phen followed the 
drawing for king and k^ueen, in order that the ** small 
infantry" might have their due shaie of the night, without 
sitting up too coo-late (for a reasonable **too-late*' is to 
be allowed once ami away). Then games, of all the 
received kinds, forgetting no branch of Christmas customs. 
And very good extempore blank verse was sjioken by some 
of the court (for our characters imitated a court), not 
unworthy of the wii and dignity of 'Pom Thumb. 'Phen 
came supper, and all characters were soon forgotten but 
the feasters’ own ; good and incly souls, and festive all, 
liotli male and female, - with a constellation of the brightest 
ryes that we had ever seen met together. This fact was 
so striking, that a burst of delighted assent broke forth, 
when Moore's charming verses were struck up: —

Wc can’t refuae. *vc can’t refute ; 

For bright eyes u* abound, boys, 

111 hard u* « huotCi tit hard tosliooac.** 
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The bright cy«, the beauty, the good humour, the wine, 
the yt, the poetry (for we had celebrated wita and poeta 
among ut, aa well aa charming women), fused all hcana 
together in one unceaaing round of fancy and laughter, till 
hreaifti ^ — to which we adjourned in a room full ol Ix^oks, 
*thc ^uithort of which might almon hare been waked up and 
cmlxKlied, to come among u«. Here, with the bright eye* 
literally aa bright aa ever at aix o’clock in the morning (we 
all remarked it), we merged one glorioua day into another, 
oa a good omen (for it waa also fine weather, though in 
January) ; and luck and our good faith would have it, 
the vioor waa no aoonrr opencti to let forth the ever-joyoua 
visitors, than the tTum|)r!i of a regiment quartered in tlic 
neighbourhood struck up into the morning air, aecniing to 
blow forth triumphant approliation, and as if they aoundeil 
purely to do uv honour, and to »ay, ** You arc aa early and 
untired as we.” 

We do not recommend such nights to Ik* ‘•re«»oUeil on,” 
much less to be made a system of regular occurrence, 'riity 
should flow out of the impulse, at thin did; for there was no 
intention of aiding up so late. But so genuine was that 
night, and so true a recollection of jdeasure di<i it leave u{ion 
the minds of all who shared it, that it has hrl|icd to stamp 
a seal of seiectness upon the house in which it was |).issed, 
and which, for the encouragement of gfKnl -fellowship and 
of humble aspirations towards /rrr-//jn/in^, wc are here 
incited to point out ; for by the same token the writer of 
these pa|)crs planted some plane-trees wiiliin the rails by the 
garden-gate (selccung the plane in honour of the Genius of 
Domesucity, to which it was sacred among the Greek#) ; 
and anybody who does not disdain to look at a modest 
tenefient for the sake of the happy hours tiint have been 
spent in it, may know it by those trt*es, as he passes along the 
row of houses called York Buildings, in the New Road, 
Marylcbooc. A g^n may pique himself without vanity 
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upon having planted a tree; and, humble aa our performance 
hat i:)ren that way, we confeti we are glad of ft, and^ have 
often looked at the result with pleasure. The reader would 
mniih*, perhaps sigh (Init a pleasure would or should be at 
the Uittom of his sigh), if he knew what cootol^ion wc 
had expenented in some very trying se.isoos, mere!).^froni 
stemg tlioM' trees griming up, and affording shade and 
nhrlrcr to p.issengiTi, ai well as a Int of leafiness to the 
|>43Hs<‘ssor of the liousr. y.'ivry tmf sLauU flant a tree tuho 
mn,^ It is one of the ihea|ie&t, as well as easiest, of all 
tj*(ks ; and if a man cannot reckon uj>un enjoying the shade 
niu( li himself (uliich is the reason why trees arc not planted 
e\rrywlifrf ), it 1*1 surely worth while to liequeath so pleasant 
.iful useful a memorial of himself to others. They are 
grim footsteps of our rxistriKe, which show that wc have 
nut lived in vain. 

*• Dig a well, plant a tree, write a l»ook, and go to 
heasen,** »a>» the Aral)nn proverb. Wr cannot exactly 
dig a well. The parish auihorities wut.ld not employ US. 
lU'Miles, welh are not ko much uantid in Lnglanil as in 
Aiabi.i, nor iMKiks cither ; otherwise vie should be two* 
thirds on our road to heaven already. But trees arc 
w.inted, and ought to In* wished for, almost everywhere; 
espeeiallv amidst the hard brick and mof tar of towns ; so 
that wc may claim at least one-third of the way, having 
pLinted more than one tree m our umc ; and if our books 
cannot wing our Hight much higher (tor they never pre- 
temlcd to be an v thing greater than birds singing among the 
trees), wc have other merits, thank Heaven, than our own 
to go u[H>n ; and shall endeavour to piece out our frail and 
most im{>erfcct ladder with all the go d ibinga wt can iove 
and admire in God's creation.
